Summary of Delos from the Far Cast, 


—— 


An Imperial decree which has appeared in the Peking Gazetie 
of Feb. 1 has attracted a great deal of attention. The Chinese 
Government in this manifesto has voluntarily stepped forward. 
and urged upon the provincial officials the necessity of extend- 
ing religious toleration to the converts to Christianity. It is 
thought that the decree results from some representations which 
were made by Li-Hung-Chang upon the subject. The Datly 
Press considers that the Government has had so much trouble 
in connection with the complications brought about by the per. 
secution of the native Christians that the decree has probably 
been issued for the purpose of removing all cause for them in 
the future. It adds that, at all events, it is satisfactory to find 
that the Christians are thus accorded, by Imperial decree, 
equality with the other subjects of the Emperor, the more 
so as it would appear to have been conceded without any 
pressure from without having been brought to bear upon the 
Government at Peking. The China papers are beginning to 
discuss the delay in the ratification of the Chefoo Conven- 
tion—a contingency which appears somewhat strangely to have 
been overlooked by them hitherto. It is hoped that the delay 
results from Lord Derby having penetrated the weak parts of 
Sir Thomas Wade’s “ triumph of diplomacy,” and that we may 
yet see the recognition recorded to the likin tax expunged’ from 
the agreement ; and it is also suggested that the delay is in con. 
sequence of the Government wishing to see before hand whether 
the Chinese are likely to keep faith and to carry out the stipula- 
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ions honestly and fairly, The number of refugees from the 
famine does not diminish. As many as 100,000 had come to 
Tientsin. Ting Footai has shown considerable anxiety to have 
the telegraph completed between Amoy and Formosa—no doubt 
in consequence of his recognising its advantages in time of war. 
‘A report had, it is said, gained some currency that Spain in- 
tended to make a descent upon Formosa, An extraordinary 
rumour had been spread at Hankow to the effect that pressure 
would be brought by the Mandarins upon the teamen to force 
them to send their produce by the Chinese Merchants Co.’s 
steamers to Shanghai for sale there. Mr. Lister, the Postmaster- 
General at Hong Kong, has issued a notification, which is pro- 
ably by no means superfluous, calling attention to the habitual 
neglect by the Chinese of the Stamp ordinances. A daring at- 
tack has been made by a band of armed robbers, 

From Japan our latest news comes via America. The Imperial 
troops acting against the rebels numbered as many as 15,000. 

‘The Governor General of the Netherlands and suite had arrived 
at Singapore from Batavia. The Singapore Legislative Council 
have passed the Loan Bill and are todiscuss the Chinese emigrants 
question. The transport Himalaya had arrived. 
was prevalent among the Chinese. The subject of the inter- 
ference of H.H. the Maharajah of Johore with planters has again 
engaged the attention of the Singapore Chamber of Commerce. 
By telegram of 15th inst. we learn of a fire at the Tanjong 
Pagar Dock premises, destroying some 35,000 tons of coal.

PEKING, 
The North China Daily News Correspondent under date of 
8th Feb. writes :-— 
Some stir has been occasioned here by the publication of an 
‘Imperial decree in the Gazette of the 1st Feb.,in which injunc- 
tions in favour of religious toleration, with special reference to 


Christian proselytism, are laid upon the Provincial Governments’ 


throughout the Empire. This spontaneous manifesto, the first 
of the kind ever issued, is said to have been evoked by a repre- 
sentation from the Governor-General Li Hung-chang, who, des- 
canting upon the consequences of the Margary affair, has urged 
the importance of averting similar dangers arising from pre- 
judiced treatment of converts to Christianity. The most abun- 
dant fall of snow ever known by Foreign residents in Peking 
lasting over a period of nearly three days, has greatly rejoiced, 
the minds of the native population, by the promise which it 
gives of a good Spring harvest, 

The Peking Gazette of the 25th January, contains a memorial 
from Tso Tsung-tang, describing the capture of Manas, The 
town seems only to have fallen after a brave and prolonged de- 
fence, which should have ensured better terms for the garrison. 
As it is, the conclusion of the memorial is a tale of bad faith, 
butchery, and horror which, the Herald observes, should ex- 
clude China from the list of ever semt-civilised nations. It will 
be noted that the General commanding surrendered evidently 
with the expectation of clemency. Instead, he and other leaders 
were put to death with the “extreme of torture ;” what that is 
a paragraph in last week’s iasue of that paper explains. 








TIENTSIN. 

The Daily News Correspondent writes, under date Feb. 13 :— 

On the night of the 10-11th we had another gvod fall of snow. 
Altogether this has been rather a remarkable winter. Since the 
winter of 1867, when snow fell on the 24th December, which 
covered the found to the depth of about six inches, the ground 
has scarcely been white until this present season. The people 
are con; ratulating themselves on the prospect of being able to 
“eat white flour” next summer. There have been a few cold 
nights, when the mercury stood below 0—the lowest 4 deg. or 
5 deg.—but the average temperature has been somewhat above 
the generality of former years, The river has been open for a 
week, and quite free from ‘ice, only closing over again two nights 


ago. 

‘The number of refugees does not appear to diminish. A China- 
man estimates that 100,000 have come to Tientsin seeking relief. 
This number is probably very much too large, but some idea 
may be formed of the great influx when it is known that ten 
soup-kitchens and two cake shops are in active operation for the 
relief of the needy. The mortality is said to reach 130 to 140 on 
some days, The poor have all received an addition allowance of 
alittle grain and a small piece of meat, I hear, for the New 


ear, 

Many Shantung people have come 1o Tientsin, Tbe distress 
in that province seems to be greater than in Chibli, A geutle- 
man recently returned from the district of Lao Ling Hsien, 
where the greater part of the foreign relief fund has been ex- 
pended, speaks of some heart-rending cases of suffering that came

to his knowledge. Now ng chaff has become acarce;’ or too 
expensive, the people are sawing, 5 the smaller branches of the 
willow and mixing the sawdust with tic meal or millet, Many 
villages are half deserted, and small comp ging the 
country in all directions beysing food. They seem w be quiet, 
disturbing no one. It is amazing that with so much destitution 
there isso little rioting and so few rovberies, The poor people seem. 
to feel that the extra exertion induces extra hunger, which 
demands extra food, which plunder is by no means ‘sure to 
furnish. 

"The air is fall of surmises regarding the causes and results of 
the late transaction of the S.S.N. Company. I think a very 
general feeling prevails that the course pursued by the Chinese 
Government, relating to trade and foreign intercourse, has not 
been for the true interests of the country ; and that this actiom 
was necessitated on the one hand, and brought about on the 
other hand, by causes which are deleterious tothe best progress 
and development of the nation. 

The wind to-day is high and cold. The famine has affected 
the festivities of this New Year's-day. There has been less 
noise and less powder burut last night and to-day than usuai— 
not a particularly unpleasant feature. 
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HANKOW. 

The Daily News correspondent writes :— 

It is reported that the Kestrel had some difficulty in her trip 
to Ichang, and only reached Shasi (290 miles from Hankow) 
after thirteen days’ steaming. News has not yet been received. 
of her arrival at her destination. 

Native settling day passed of very fairly well. No failures of 
importance are aunotneed ; thoughdealers in Piece Goods are 
said to have had a bad year. There are no end of rumours 
anent next tea season, all equally reliable, no doubt. One 
is, that no teas are to be allowed to be sold here, the 
authorities bringing pressure to bear on the teamen to force 
them to send all teas to Shanghai by the Chinese Merchants’ 
steamers, for sale there. Another is, that the Ningchow and Tzo 
teas are to be brought here overland instead of being taken to 
Kiukiang as formerly, the cost being less, and teamen fearing 
freights from Kiukiang to Hankow will be raised next season. 
We have had the heaviest fall of snow this month ever known 
by the “oldest inhabitant” here ; very little ice, however, not 
enough to enable us to get our ice-house filled, 








SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port tothe 2nd: 
March; the French mail from London Jan, 12 was received 
on the 27th Feb. 

‘The lekin duties difficulty ia still the leading public question 
at the above port. The worth China Heruld prints the corre- 
spondence which has passed between the senior Consul and the 

thamber of Commerce on the subject ; and also between the 
senior Consul and the Chamber of Commerce, regarding the 
means to be taken to identify foreign goods about whose origin 
a possibility of misapprehension could arise. A daring robbery 
of nine chests of tea has been committed on board the John 
Potts while lying in the river ready for sea. Two men have 
been apprehended in connection with it, and the case is being 
investigated at their respective Consulates, 

‘A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Company has 
been held. The accounts ehow a profit on the year’s working of 
Tis, 7,077, out of which an interim dividend of 5 per cent., ab- 
sorbing Tis. 1,900, has been already paid ; and itis decided to 
divide a further sum of Tls. 2,280, at the rate of 6 per cent. 
‘Tis, 2,171 will be carried to reserve, and the balance to new ac- 
count. Theavgmentation of the capital to Tls.50,000 was approved, 
and the details of the scheme recommended in the report were 
agreed to, together with the necessary changes in the articles of 
association. It was announced that Dr. Galle declined to serve 
asa director; and as no one present at the meeting would con- 
sent to accept office, the vacancy was perforee left open to be 
filled provisionally by the Directors when they could find a 
willing shareholder, Messrs. Brandt and Vinay were re-elected 
auditors. 

‘The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Shanghai and 
Hong Kong Wharf Company was held on the 26th February, 
at the Shanghai Club; Mr. J. Bell Irving in the chair. The 
accounts showed, after providing for the interim dividend de- 
clared on July 25 last, » credit balance of Tis. 9,403.61, and out 
of this sum the directors proposed making a secoud dividend 
at the same rate, payable on March 1, 1877, leaving Tis. 
1,878.61 to be carried forward. ‘The directors had etfected 
a sale of a portion of the Company’s superfluous land ad- 
joinging the Broadway, the balance of purchase-money for 
Which has since been paid, and applied in reduction of the 
Joan from the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation. 
The rate of discount to contributors had now been reduced to 
one-half of the percentage previously allowed, while the tariff of 
storage on Piece Goods was slightly increased ; and provided the 
results from these changes proved equal to the anticipations of 
the directors, there appear, every prospect of the Company 
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doing well during the ensuing year, After su discussion with 
reference to the state of thewharf, »= a8 to the amount of the 
earnings, the report and accom Were carried unanimously. It 
appeared from the (‘hairman’s statement that, in consequence of 
the general badness of business the receipts had been less than 
might otherwise have been expected. rf 

‘A raid on a gambling house in a passage of the Kiangse-road 
bas been made by the police. ‘Ten gamblers were captured, to- 
gether with their furnitnre and apparatus. 

The Celestial Empire has the following :— 

Dr. Zachariae gave a lecture on Cremation at the Club Con- 
cordia which was of a most interesting nature, and showed con- 
siderable acquaintance with the subject on which he spoke. The 
Doctor commenced his remarks by a historical review of this mode 
of sepulture, followed by a description of the chemical processes 
and results which accompany cremation and interment respec- 
tively. He then spoke of the reform which has been recom- 
mended by defenders of the interment system—alluding, we be- 
lieve, to Mr. Seymour Haden’s scheme of using a basket-coftin, 
in order that there may be as little as possible to prevent the 
speedy absorption of the body by the tissues of the earth—and 
showed that even this improvement would be insufficient for 
larger cities, 

The Report of the Shenghet General Hospital has been issued. 
It carries us up to the end of last year, and the accounts ap- 
pear to be in a most satisfactory condition. The receipts havé 
exceeded the expenditure by Tis. 1,579.65, the surplus having 
added to the capital. The extra expenses incident to the removal 
of the Hospital to a larger tuilding, however, have led the 
trustees to request the two Municipalities again to recommend 
the grants of Tis. 2,000 and Tis. 1,000 respectively. There is 
not a very long description of the new Hospital, and this we 
somewhat regret ; for the reason that although we have no cause 
to believe that it is otherwise than excellent in every respect, 
there are one or two little points on which the public would 
doubtless like to be enlightened. We take it for granted, for 
instance, that the walls are dry, the flooring sound, and so on ; 
but there are other matters on which we are not so well informed, 
Of course the Sisters are provided with a chapel for their own 
devotions, and we should like to be assured that a room has been 
set apart for the purposes of Protestant worship. We hear, in- 
directly, that some arrangement of the sort has been come to ; 
and we sincerely hope that this may be the case. If itis, we 
think the trustees thould have notified the fact in their Report, 
if only to counteract another rumour, to the effect that a request 
for the appropriation of aroom for Protestant services not 


been dea . 

A flower-show has been held in the Chinese sity. Native exhi- 
bitions of this sort, however, have no interest whatever, except- 
ing for connoisseurs. One rather celebrated flower-show that we 
visited some years ago in a guild garden in the city was remark- 
able chiefly for the utter absence of flowers. A few ordinary- 
looking shrubs were arranged in pota under a covered shed, and 
the Chinese visitors were apparently very much interested in 
looking at them ; but not a single flower was there to be seen. 

The details connected with the sale of the steamers of the 
SS.N. Company are being completed, and this matter appears 
likely to be brought toa conclusion satisfactorily. The North 
China Daily News states that it is reported that the instalment 
of Tis. 600,000 on account of the purchase of the S.S.N. Com- 

any, which is due under the agreement on the 31st March, came 

lown from Nanking on the 28th February, and was paid over to 
Messrs. Russell and Co. the next day. is completes the first 
million, anticipating the due date by a month. Advertisements 
also notify that the management of the SS.N. Company's 
steamers, wharves, and godowns is transferred to the C.M.S.N. 
Company ; and holders of the former company’s godown war- 
rants are requested to hand them into the Superintendent of the 
Kin-lee-yuen godowns, to be exchanged for new warrants issued 
by the CMSN. Company. 

‘The same paper states that eleven of the steamers formerly 
owned by the S.S.N. Company were on the lst March trans- 
ferred to the Chinese flag, and may, therefore, be supposed to 
hhave been handed over to the China Merchants’ Company. In 
the afternoon the funnel of the Shantung was painted with the 
yellowish band of the Chinese Company, so that it may be in- 
ferred she is the second of the S.S.N, Company’s steamers that 
will leave here under native management, the Millet having been 
the first. A portion of the Kin-le-yuen Wharf has also been 
handed over to the Chinese, 

From the above-named paper we take the following :— 

It would seem that the sea-route party have not yet quite got 
it all their own way with the tribute rice. In the Gazette of the 
30th January the Acting Governor of Shantung speaks of having 
been notified by the Board of Revenue that the quota of grain 
from Kiangpeh is to be brought up this year as before by the 
canal, and directing that timely measures be taken for dredging 
the sections that have become silted up. He gives anything but 
a promising picture of the condition of the canal, but in the present 
impoverished state of the finances it must be very diffivult to find 
funds to carry out proper repairs. 

The case of the robbery from the barque John Potts was 
partly investigated on the 26th Feb., at the respective Conaulates 
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of two of the accused. The men charged were Robert Gracey, 
an American, and Julius Frederick Mauer, alias Brown, a 
German. 

The Cowver states that there is a chance of considerable 
changes being made in the Arsenal at Kaouchang-meaou within 
the next six months, and that many foreigners will be dis- 
missed. The authorities have no funds to carry on the works 
under present conditions. 

A loan of Tis. 5,000,000 has been negotiated with a well-known 
native banker through foreign agency ; and Tls. 100,000 have 
been paid as bargain-money. Ts. 3,000,000 of the entire sum 
are to be forwarded to Kansuh for the prosecution of the war, 
while the remaining Tls. 2,000,000 are required for the bankrupt 
province of Fohkien. 

Wu Tao-t’ai, who is a well-known money-lenier to the autho- 
rities, retumed from Hangchow on the 25th Feb. per Kianyse. 
As soon as the proper ceremonial visits have been exchanged 
he will proceed to complete the scheme for the loan of five 
million taels. 

A beautiful incident occurred the other day at the Mixed 
Court. The ancient Ch’én seems to have been much interested 
in the recent assumption, by the Queen, of the Imperial title; 
and the other day he said to Mr. Spence, the British Assessor— 
“J am very glad that your Queen has been made Empress of 
India,’—ia a congratulatory sort of way, and then added, in- 
sinuatingly—*I see she has signalised her Promotion by par- 
déning some thousands of prisoners ; I should like to evince my 
sympathy by releasing sume of mine!” Mr. Spence, however, 
declined the honour with much firmness, probably to the chagrin 
of his venerable colleague, who had attempted to combine 
politeness with policy in such an ingenious way. 


FOOCHOW. 

‘We take the following from the Foochow Herald :— 

ELMS. Fly will, we understand, be relieved by the Sheldrake, 
a vessel of greater draught. Why our naval wiseacres persist in 
sending gunboats of light draught to deep water stations, and 
vice versa, is rather puzzling ! 

‘The Tartar General is, we believe, about to leave for Peking, 
for the purpose of obtaining an audience at the Imperial Court. 
During his absence, the new Viceroy, who is expected at the 
close of the current month, will officiate temporarily as Manchu 
commander-in-chief, 

Ting Futai is said to be very anxious to complete the pro- 
posed telegraph line between Amoy and Formosa, and we 
understand that Mr. Tong King Sing has been commissioned, 
in conjanction with Mr. Tuck Suey, to give effect to the 
Governor's scheme. 


Rice is, we understand, getting very dear in this vince, 
owing to the increased demand in the north and the failure of 
the local autumnal crops. Well-informed natives are of opinion. 
that during the ensuing three months prices will be higher than 
for years past. 3 7 

It is understood that the Provincial Government shortly in- 
tend .sending a number of cadets to Europe for instruction in 
the English and French naval schools, These youths ‘are at 
present undergoing a preparatory course at the Mamoi Arsenal 
in the English and French languages and the rudiments of navi- 

tion. 
wR gradual deepening of the river abreast of Mamoi has been 
noticed since the great freshets last June. It is now, we under- 
stand, a matter of less difficulty to bring large vessels alongside 
the Arsenal Bund. Nature, therefore, seems to have done some- 
thing for that useless establishment, while mandarindom has 
been satisfied with a trumpery dredging machine and a few dol- 
lars’ worth of bamboo stakes.

Our advices by this mail extend to the 8th March ; no late 
mail from London had arrived out. ‘ 

Since the departure of last mail there has not been anythin 
of special public imj to note, and people both in official 
and mercantile positions were only beginning to settle down again 
to business after the holidays connected with the races, &. 
Considerable sensation has been created in the Colony by an. 
ammed attack, which for its boldness carries the mind back to 
the old insecure times, on the complete departure “of which (un- 
fortunately apparently not permanently) Sir Arthur Kenned 
‘was so much congratulated at the dinner given to him prior to his. 
departure. The object of the attack, which took place on the 
morning of the 7th March, was Capt. Sand’s Patent Slip. Ac- 
cording to the Daily Press it appears the band descended from 
the hills above, and in order to ascertain whether the watchmen. 
were aaleep or not threw stones on to the premises, The Indian 
watchman observed this, but saw no one, and stole round the 
dock to inspect the premises. He soon espied a number of men 
in the slip under the bottom of the British bark William 
Turner, busy stripping off new copper which had been tem- 
porary 2 iled in its place, and which could be got off with 

ility. Of this fact the thieves must have been aware. He 
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hold of one by the queue, and was cut by him with a knife on the 
wrist. Another of the gang came to the rescue of the one arrested, 
and whilst he was in adeath struggle with him the second man 
plunged a dagger into the watchman, The dagger would have 
gone to his heart, but the point came in contact with the lower 
rib. An apprentice on board the William Turner, hearing the 
noise and alarm of murder, seized a loaded rifle, and seeing a 
number of men rushing up the hills, fired at them. He must, 
it is supposed, have strack one of them, as all the way from the 
spot there were traces of blood along the Pokfullum-road. The 
police have been making investigations with the hope of dis- 
covering the thieves, but when the mail left no traces of them 
had been found. 

An inquest was held at the Royal Naval Hospital before the 
Coroner, Mr. James Russell, and a jury comprising Mesars. J. F. 
Horgan, W. Vinton, and W. Legge, on the body of Carl Boer, 
armourer at the Royal Naval Dockyard, who cut his throat. 
Charles John Fennell, surgeon on the Victor Emanuel, said the 
deceased, Carl Boer, was aged forty-two; he knew him to be 
very eccentric; he had been under his care more than once for 
headache, but not lately. Early in the morning, he was 
called and went tothe dockyard, where he found the deceased 
in the latrine with his throat cut very deep ; it was a deep in- 
eines Wound on the left side of the neck. This was the cause of 
death. 

Dockyard Sergeant Joseph Baines said he went on duty at 
midnight on Monday night and he was then told the deceased 
‘was very strange in his manner. He went round to his room 
at about one) o'clock and found he was sleeping. There were 
about twenty men sleeping in the same roum. The deceased 
got up and witness asked him what was the matter. He made 
no answer, but went out. Witness went round the beats and 
on getting to No. 5 beat he heard a gurgling. On making a 
search he found the deceased lyiug down with his throat cut 
and a razor in his hand. He was not dead. Witness took the 
razor from him, ran for assistance, and sent for the doctor. 
‘When the doctor came on shore the deceased was dead. Witness 
understood that the deceased had. received a letter from home 
stating that his wife was dead. He had always been an eccen- 
tric kind of man, When spoken to sometimes he would not 
answer ; this witness attributed to his ignorance. 

William Faulks, a sergeant in the Dockyard police, said the 
deceased was a native of Germany. Witness was his most con- 
fidential friend. About two weeks ago the deceased told him 
his wife had been sick for five months, and asked his opinion as 
to whether it were likely he could get home in the Himalaya. 
Witness told him he thought he could claim it. On Sunday last 
cceased told him he had got a letter from his son to say his 
wife was dead. He did not say how he got the news, The 
next time witness saw him was on Monday as he was passing 
into the Arsenal. At that time he looked bad, and witness asked 
him what was the matter. Deceased said nothing, but his mind 
troubled him. At noon witness saw him in bed. The uext time 
he saw him was last night, with his throat cut. The deceased 
had trouble on his mind about money. He had been paid some 
over his wages, and the Admiralty had stopped it, he said, all at 
once, and this worked on his mind in conjunction with his wife’s 
death. He had very eccentric ways about him, and when he 
drank a little would abuse everybody, but when out of drink 
waa very quiet. 

The jury returned a verdict that the deceased committed 
suicide whilst labouring under temporary insanity. 

Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co. sold by auction a number of 
horses and ponies, including several racers. The Babe, Austra- 
lian gelding, was knocked down for $300; Tartar, Australian 
gelding, for $270; Santa Claus, China pony, for $110 ; Hast-

It is reported from Korea that the King’s palace at Shaul (the 
capital) was destroyed by fire on the night of the 11th of De- 
cember last. The young King is said to have had a narrow escape 
with his life. 

An open sailing-boat race has come off. Four boats only put 
in an appearance, namely, Messrs. Blackhead and Cos, Coeran’s, 
‘Namoa’s, and the Dockyard boat. The boats go: back to the 
starting point as follows, Blackhead and Co.’s having in the

There was a slight but steady breeze the greater part of the 


time; towards the end of the race, however, it fell rather 
calm. 

About nine o'clock on the night of the 5th March a fire broke 
out in a small hut on the hill side at the back of the Gas Works 
at West Point. A vigorous alarm was rung out at the Central 
Station and the Fire Brigade Station, also at the Hong Kong 
Husurance Station, but by half-past nine the fire had apread to 
four or five other huts adjoining, and with the strawand stubble 
Bround made quite an extensive blaze. The police and the fire 








engine from No. 7 Pole Station were soon on the spot, and all 
the fire brigades from the Ceuta] Station hastened west. The 
Government steam engines and the Insurance engines got as far 
as the Sailors’ Home, and were there informed that the fire had 
been put out, the West Point Fire Brigade having got it under. 
Six of the huts were burned down. The fire originated in the 
burning of grass in the vicinity of the huts. 

Keunedy-road is being widened so as to admit of two chairs 
to travel abreast, and at the same time to allow of one coming 
from the opposite direction to pass by without inconvenience. 
It is understood that the improvement will only be carried for a 
short distance of about 600 yards this year, and that it is in- 
tended to deal similarly with a short section every succeeding 
year until the road is one uniform width throughout, in order to 
better accommodate the pedestrian traffic, which has considerably 
increased since last year. < 

The steamship Macgregor reports that she passed the steam- 
ship Ulysses at 7 p.m. on the 26th Feb, about three miles east of 
Singapore. The Ulysacs was towed by two tugs. She had been 
on shore on the south reef at Horsborg Island, and had && off 
again. The captain of the Macgregor ia not aware what damage 
she had sustained, but to all appearance it was not very serious. 
When he passed her she was in a fair way of getting into port 
safely. This intelligence is confirmatory of that furnished by the 
telegrams previously received. 

On the Spanish difficulty the Daily Press has the following :— 

Nothing more has been heard of the rupture between Spain 
and China, and as no news is generally regarded as satisfactory, 
it may safely be concluded that the Spanish Minister has re- 
sumed negotiations, and that they are proceeding amicably. But, 
according to our Foochow contemporary, the provincial autho- 
Hities in Fohiien. were at-ono time apprehensive of a Spanish 
descent upon Formosa. The Futai, Ting Jih-chang, acting under 
this idea, ordered the greater portion of the arsenal fleet, includ: 
ing the corvette Yang-woo, and the new gunboats Alpha and 
Beta, to Takao, to repel any attempt at invasion, From this it 
is evident that the Fohkien Government intended to vigorously 
contest any attack upon Formosa by the Spaniards. Whether 
their anticipations with regard to the Spanish Government 
Laving designs upon Formosa were well founded is another 
matter. There is nothing very wild or improbable in the suppo- 
sition. Formosa is not far distant from the Philippines, aud is 
far more unprotected and exposed to attack than either Canton, 
Amoy, or Shanghai. The possession of Formosa would, more- 
over, enable the Spaniards to dictate their own terms, and the 
island could be held until these had been carried out. 

The U.S. flagship Tennessee, which arrived from Singapore, 
Labuan, and Manila, reports having experienced very severe 
N.E. gales between Singapore and Labuan. The Tennessee left 
Singapore on the 14th Feb. which was one day before the 
steamship Ulysses left for Hong Kong. The heavy gales caused 
the Tennessee to make no headway, and in consequence she ran 
short of coals, compelling her to put into Labuan. 

The following Post-office notification is published in the Gazette: 
—Inquiries having been made at this office as to the speediest 
means of communication with Netherlands India, the following 
information has been obtained :—The Netherlands India packets 
leave Singapore fortnightly, and are fitted to the arrival of the 
outward P. and O. mail from Europe. The French packets for 
Batavia wait at Singapore for the packet from China, and run 
fortnightly. It follows that, to forward correspondence to 
Batavia with the least delay, the following are the best oppor- 
tunities :—In the S.W. monsoon: the English mail, and the 
French mail, In the N.E. monsoon : a private steamer a fow 
days before the English mail, and the French mail. 

‘A circular has been issued by Mr. Lister, Collector of Stamp 
Revenue, in which he calls attention to the habitual neglect by 
the Chinese of the requirements of the Stamp Ordinances. 
He says that the “ number of documents presented by 
Chinese for stamping bears no proportion to the extensive 
business done by them, and it is evident that this systematic 
evasion of the law tends to throw a heavier burden of 
taxation on the rest of the community.” The addressees 
are asked to impress upon their compradores that though his 
Excellency the Governor “is averse to offering rewards to in- 
formers, yet, if the Chinese persist in disregarding the law, this 
policy will be adopted, and the amount of the rewards offered. 
will be increased until the desired end has been attained.” A 
notice in Chinese has been posted about the town on the subject, 
to which it is desired every publicity should be given.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE, 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to the 
15th March; the French mail from London Feb. 9 was re- 
eeived on the 12th March. We take the following items of in- 
telligence from the Straits Times :— 

The Legislative Council met on the 9th and 13th of March, 
when various local measures,among them the Chinese Immigrants 
Bill and Straits Settlements Loan Bill, were brought forward, 
the latter passing its third reading. A petition was also pre- 
sented from the advocates and attorneys on the subject of judi- 
cial establishments. 

‘The N.LS.N. Company’s steamer Bromo, Captain de Jong, 
from Batavia, has arrived with his Excellency the Governor- 
General of Netherlands India and suite on board, en route to 
Atchin. On the Bromo being signalled, a gun was fired from 
Fort Canning, and at nine o’clock she was boarded by the Hon. 
J. Douglas, Colonial Secretary, and Captain Paton, A.D.C. to 
his Excellency the Governor, to welcome his Excellency on be- 
half of the Government, and also by the Hon. W. H. Read, 
H.N.M’s Consul General. His Excellency afterwards landed 
oflicially at Johnston’s Pier, when a salute was fired from Fort 
Canning. The salute was returned by H.N.M.’s ateamer Pring 
Hendrik der Nederlanden, which dressed ship, as did also 
H.N.M.’ssteamers Sambas, Bromo and Amboina, 

The following form the party accompanying his Excellency:— 

The Secretary-General; four aides-de-camp—Lieut.-Colonel 
Rynen, Captain Roukens, Lieut. Nepren, Lieut. Schmidt auf 
Altenstadt. 

‘Aide-de-Camp Extraordinary, Pangeran of Soerakarta.

‘A detachment of troops, with a captain, two lieutenants, and 
fifty men and band. 

‘The Governor-General and some of his party stayed at Go- 
vernment House. 

A state dinner was given by his Excellency the Governor, at 
Government House, in honour of the vist of his Excellency the 
Governor-General of Netherlands India. Covers were laid for 
forty persons. The guests included the suite of the Governor- 
General, the heads of departments and the unofficial members of 
Council. His Excellency the Governor-General accompanied by 
his suite embarked on board the N.LS.N. Co.’s steamer Bromo, 
for Atchin, at eight o’clock, and the steamer started immediately, 
escorted by the Dutch Squadron, It is his Excellency’s inten- 
tion, it is said, to visit all the Dutch possessions on the Sumatra 
eoast before returning to Batavia.

H.M.’s steamer transport Himalaya, Captain White, has 
arrived from Hong Kong. She has on board for England, 
Naval passengers, 29 officers, 193 men and 40 Marines—Military 
passengers, 2 officers, 9 women, 12 men and 16 children. The 
‘troops she takes from Singapore consist of the 80th and the 
battery of artillery. 

‘We’ understand that small-pox has been prevalent among 
Chinese coolies lately to such an extent that some apprehension 
is felt that it may become epidemic, Two patients suffering from 
the disease were yesterday removed to the hospital from a house 
where twenty other coolies are domiciled. 





‘We are informed that the accident to the Ocean Steam-Ship 
Company's steamer Stentor consisted of the splitting of her low- 
pressure piston as she was leaving Penang. ‘The damaged piston 
is to be sent down here for repair, the steamer remaining at Pe- 
nang, and it is expected that the detention will not exceed a 
fortnight. The repairs to the sister steamer Ulysses is being 
proceeded with at the Tanjong Pagar Dock, and the steamer 
will, in all probability, be ready to proceed on her voyage to 
China by the end of this month. 

‘There is a report current that there is some probability of the 
civil service of this Colony being recruited from Hong Kong. 
It is said that N. B. Dennys , Esq., Ph. D., who was for a long 
time editor and part proprietor of the China Mail, and who is 
now Secretary of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, has 
applied fcr an appointment in the Straits, and that the applica- 
tion is favourably entertained. Dr. Dennys is, we believe, an 
accomplished Chinese scholar, and has long made the Chinese 
language and customs his special study. He is the author of 
several works as the result of his labours in that direction, the 
last being a book on the Folk Lore of China, which has been 
very favourably reviewed by the China and Japan papers. In 
view of the legislation which is at present being enacted here, 
and of the dearth and great need of Chinese-speaking officials, 
Dr. Dennys, if he receives an appointment, should be decided 
acquisition to the civil service of the Colony. 


A committee meeting of the Chamber of Commerce took 
place on the 28th February, when among other matters the sub- 
ject of freedom from interference by H.H. the Maharajah of 

fohore, in the delivery by the planters of Johore produce, again 
engaged the Chamber's attention, and Mr. Cameron furnished 
some information which he had collected as to the nature of the 
general arrangements existing in this trade in Johore; the dis- 
cussion has been closed by Mr. Gulland’s undertaking to obtain 
authority from the Maharajah to make a specific assurance that 
his Highness has no wish or intention to interfere in the matter 
of the point of delivery of Johore produce, beyond that assent 
to any change from the planter’s present arrangements shall be 
applied for to his Government. 


‘The latest news from Atchin is to the effect that the Dutch 
troops had completed a march along the coast from Batoe Poetib 
to Pedir, without meeting with any opposition whatever from 
the Atchinese. The insurgents, it is reported, have all retired 
into the interior. 

The Acting Chief Justice, the Hon. T. T. Ford, has left in hot 
haste for Malacca, in the Colonial steamer Pluto. His lordship 
has had his time mainly, if not wholly, occupied during his stay 
of two days here with the Arab trader extradition case, and could 
not, it is said, attend to other pressing business which counsel 
were anxious to bring before him. It ill be remembered 
that a writ of habeas corpus was granted by the Regis- 
trar in the absence of the Judge to bring up an Arab trader 
named Sech Syed Bin Omar Bin Abdad A] Katore, whose extra- 
dition had been applied for by the Dutch Government, and who 
had been committed to the Civil Prison, by Captain Walshe, 
the magistrate who inquired into the case, to await the 
orders of the Government. The prisoner was released, on bail 
being. given for his appearance before the Acting Chief Justice 
on his return from Penang, His Honour having returned, the 
case was elaborately argued before him by the Attorney-General 
on behalf of the Crown, and Mr. Donaldson on behalf of the 
prisoner. As the arguments were only concluded the day pre- 
vious, and his Honour had arranged to leave for Malacca at 
three o’clock, he postponed giving his decision until his return 
from Malacca. antime Sech Syed Bin Dinamir is at liberty 
upon renewed bail. 

H. Ms gunboat Magpie has returned to port, having been 
unsuccessful in her search for the pirates who attacked the 
schooner Kin Hap Hin, or the four missing men of her crew. 
The Magpie, we understand, will proceed to the north on the ar- 
rival the Juno, 

‘Nine Chinamen were arraigned on the 22nd February before 
Captain Walshe, the senior magistrate of police, charged with 
wrongful confinement and attempting to kidnap coolies away 
from the colony; and after a rather lengthy investigation, on 
the 2nd March, two of them were discharged, and seven com- 
mitted for trial at the next Assizes. Another Chinaman, subse- 
quently charged, was also committed. It appeared from the 
evidence elicited during the investigation that several junks 
arrived here from Hynam in China with a number of Sinkehs, 











-| three or four days before the Chinese New Year. These Sin- 


kehs, all of whom are Kow Chews, had been induced to leave 
their homes in the province of Kong-See by certain repre- 
sentations made by eh-Tows that they would find remunera- 
tive empioymeut in Singapore as carpenters, sawyers, brick- 
makers, clerks, &¢., that they could save $200 to $300 in the 
course of two or three years, and return to their families and 
friends in China comparatively rich men. It also appeared that 
about the time the funks arrived from Hynam there was at 
Singapore an agent for a Mr. Hindeman, the owner of a tin 
mine at Siak, in quest of labourers. This agent, Chea Sin Nuh 
by name, engaged one Leong Pan Sew to procure coolies for him. 
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— Market Reports. 


IMPORTS. 

Smanowa—The China New Yenr hofideys had been brought toa 
close, and business in imports again resumed. Ou the 28th Feb. six 
steamers left for Tientsin, but there still remained a large quantity of 
Piece Goods to be moved out of deslers’ hands before they are again 
compelled to enter the market, as eager buyers at an advance equiva- 
Jent to reported costs in Manchester. Indeed, operations since opening 
marked considerable decline in the currency value of most Plain Cotton 
Goods, apart from a less favourable rate of sterling exchange, and a 
drop of about 5 candareens was established at the auction of CPH 
chops on the 27th Feb, when upwards of 80,000 pieces, principally 
8-4 Ibs. weights, were forced upon deslers, at the best prices obtainable. 
Private operations comprised about 50,000 pieces of all Cotton Goods, 
among which were the following itema—15,000 pieces 8-4 Ibs. Collies 
Lion at Tis. 1.74 to 1.78 per pice ; 8,000 pieces Piller chop Tis. 1.574 
‘cash, an equal quantity of Medium Cloths Tls.1.65 to 1.68) per piece, 
and some Common Goods between Tie. 1.30 to 1.35 per piece. A few 
‘iba. also reported sold from Tis. 1.10 to 1.25 per piece, and some heavy 
Shirtings at Tis. 1.95 per piece ; of T-Cloths 7,000 pieces good § Ibs. 
‘Mexicans reported sold at ‘Tis. 1.40 to 1.42 per piece ; 7 Ibs. ordinary 
‘Mexicans finding buyers at Tls. 1.17 to 1.22 per piece according to ap- 
preciation of chop. Common 15 x 16 are notasked for. Drills, 6,000 
pieces of common 14 Ibs. have changed hands from Ts. 1.82 to 1.85 per 
piece, and 4,000 pieces Jeans from Tis, 1.53 to 1.57 per piece good 
chops. In Woollens heavy sales have buen also forced at auction in face 
of which it is difficult to elicit any private offers. About 1,000 pieces 
CPH were sold at a small decline. Spanish Stripes, price without 
change. Long Fils: Scarlet sold at Tis. 6.60, and Lastings at Tis. 11 to 
2per piece. The business in Metals during the week had been un- 
usually small ; prices however, remained firm, Lead had slightly ad- 
‘vanced, and it was difficult to buy below top rates. In Nail Rods and 
Bars there had been nothing doing. 

ManiLa.—There had been a fair extent of business in the Pieco 
Goods market, but little, if any, alterations in values had occurred. The 
Market for Metals and Coal was very quiet.

They were still very 
ready to meet buyers, and as the latter showed no anxiety to operate, 
‘tho market was likely to be still unless a material decline should 
occur in sterling. There were atill a fair quantity of desirable Teas in 
the atock, which was more than six times as large as last your's at the 
same time; the arrivals to date being only 5,000 hulf-chests below last 
season's total. The total export of green tea was 3,300,000 Ibs. below 
Jast season's to date ; but this deficiency would be considerably reduced 
dy the cargoes of the Harkaway and Golden State, which were ex- 
pected to sail immediately, the former having cleared.

Snanonar—The North China Herald Report anys :—The auction 
gales in London have depressed home prices so much that all business 
here bas been entirely suspended this week, with the exception of 152 
bales of Re-reels shipped by the American mail yesterday. Natives 
‘seem to have made up their minds at last that they must be quit of 
their stock before reports can be circulated about the now crop, and 
without naming a price they want an offer given them, their object 
possibly being to ascertain foreigners’ ideas as to whether the bottom 
of the market has yet been reached. Arrivals have apparently ceased 
for the season ; fine-size Silks are allowed to be short at home, but 
‘with this year’s varistioa in price and experience it is difficult to muke 
am attempt at fathoming the reasons for present quotations by wire in 
London and Lyons. Shipments by this steamer are almost solely on 
Chinese account.

LAUNCH OF A JAPANESE IRONCLAD. 

A Japanese ironclad—the first that has been built for the Govern- 
ment of that country—was launched on the 14th inst. at Messrs. Samuda 
Bros. yard. A large and fashionable circle of guests, including many 
members of Parliament and the Japanese and Chinese Legations, was 
present. The ship, which represents the must advanced type of @ 
vessel combining high speed with thick armour, hoavy armaments, 
moderate size, and great handiness, has been built from the designs 
and under the supervision of Mr. E, J. Reed, M.P. Her princpal 
dimensions are :—Length between perpendiculars, 220 feet ; breadth, 
48 feet ; depth in hold, 20 feet 4}in.; burden in tons, 2,343 20-94: 
draught of water, mean 18 feet ; height of port from load water-line, 7 
feet 6in.; height of upper deck at side, from fload water-line, 13 feet ; 
displacement in tons, 8,700 total weight of armour and backing 
776 tons. She has a main-deck battery, protected by armour 8in. 
thick, in’ which will be placed [four of Krupp’s long 24 centimetre 
breech-loding guns. The weight of these guns is 15f tons, and their

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calibre 94in, An upper dock battery amidships, in which is placed two 
of Krupp’s long 17 centimetre gins, unprotected by armour, the 
weight of these guns being 5} tons, and their calibre Zin.

inthe British navy. In this ship Mr. Reed has introduced an entirely 
new system of framing, by which means the advantages of his original | 
bracket system of a combination of transverse and longitudinal frames, 
as first fitted in the Béllerophon, are secured, and some additional ones 
gained, This is done by making the frames behind armour and those 
below them continuous from the main-deck to the keel, and instead of 
the usual shelf or recess to receive the armour, a strong longitudinal 
girder, well supported by brackets, is worked on the outside of the 
frames, at the proper height, projecting beyond them.

Madame Wooyeno, the wife of the Japanese Minister, performed the 
ceremony of christening the ship, breaking the bottle of wine, which 
was decked with a handsome bonquet, against the sharp, ugly snout, 
and at the same time saying in Japanese, “It gives me great pleasure 
to name the first Japanese ironclad which hae been built in England. 
‘This vessel will be remarkable as one of the most formidable of the 
ficet of his Majesty the Mikado. [ hope it will also be remarkable for 
bringing honours on the flag it will bear, and credit to those who have 
designed and built it. M the great God speed the Foo-So/" Taking 
achisel and mallet, then, the lady deftly cut the lashing of a rope 
which held a ponderous weight. ‘his, in falling, disengaged the dog- 
shores, and actually launched the vessel, which glided off the stocks 
into the water, amid the cheers of the large assembly of people who 
thronged the water-side and clustered in boats on the surface of the river. 
Two or three tugs at once got fast to the Foo-So and towed her to the 
Millwall Docks, where her engines and boilers are waiting ready to be 
put on board. ''The company were afterwards entertained at luncheon 
under the presidency of Mr. Samnnda, M.P., who proposed “The Health 
of the Queen and Royal Family,” followed by that of “The Emperor 
of Japan,” and “ The Emperor of China,” 

The Chairman proposed success to the Foo- So, coupled with health 
and prosperity to Madame Wooyeno, wife of the Japanese Minister, 
who had honoured them by her presence. (Cheers.) The launch they 
had just seen had taken place from the identical slip from which had 
been launched the ZAunderholt, the first ironclad ship ever built for the 
British Navy during the Crimean War. That vessel would have been 
Inunched on the same day—14th of April, 1856—but for the tide, 
which, being too low, delayed the Inunch fora week. Another curious 
coincidence was that both the Thunderbolt and the Foo-So had been 
launched with every armour plate upon them, Referring to the mar- 
vellous change which has taken place in ships and guns since the era of 
the Thunderbolt, when a 68-pounder (96 cwt.) was the heaviest piece of 
ordnance we possessed, he spoke of the impression which had at firet 
prevailed thut only immensely long ships could float 44 inch of iron, 
and gave Mr. Reed credit for having demonstrated that it was 
possible to have much shorter vessels with much thicker armour- 






















































































plating, and having in the Foo-So arrived at the remarkable result 
of a ship with only 3,700 tons displacement carrying 9-in armour 
at a speed of thirteen knots—for the fact of Messrs, Penn being the 
makers of the engines was a guarantee that what was anticipated in 
the matter of speed would be fully realised—with an armament of four 
18-ton guns, capable of ranging the entire horizon. Being barque 
rigged, with an ample area of canvas, she would be able to traverse any 
distance desired without the aid of steam, while under steam at 
moderate speed she could carry coals enough to make a passage of 
4,500 miles. ‘These he held to be charucteristies of the very highest 
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value for a navy required for the protection of an extensive commerce 
and, therefore, he much regretted that illness had prevented the pre- 
sence of the right hon. gentleman the First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Adverting, in conclusion, to the graceful and successful way in which 
Madame Wooyeno had performed her share in the ceremony, he ex- 
pressed a hope that the success of the vesrel’s launch might be an 
augury of the success to follow that lady through the rest of her life. 
‘The toast was drunk with three times three. 
His Excellency Wooyeno Kagenori, who spoke in Japanese, referred 
to the interesting speech they had just heard, and desired Mr. Lane to 
convey to the company his thanks, and those of Madame Wooyeno, 
for their hearty reception of the toast, and for their kind appreciation 
of the small share which Madame Wooyeno had had in the launch. 
‘The capabilities of the Foo-So had been dealt with by abler hands than 
his, so he would merely off:r his sincere thanks to the designer (Mr. 
(Reed) and the contractora (Mesera. Samuda and Messrs. Penn), whose 
names were known “wherever the ocean totiched the shore.” His Ex- 
cellency then proceeded to explain that ‘Fuo-So" was one form of the 





‘name of Fusi-yama, the most celebrated mountain in Japan, the out- 


line of which was pictured on fans and other Japanese articles now be- 
coming so common in England. He hoped that the ship would, im its 
career, acquire as much celebrity as the mountain, and be as much 
admired. The progress of Japan in commerce and foreign intercouree 
rendered it desirable to have a fleet, and it was for that reason 
they had ordered the Fou-So and two other ironclads, and the 
Mikado would be always ready, should occasion require, for his small 
fleet to join the more powerful squadron of Her Britannic Majesty in 
any operation for the advancement of civilisition. He should imme- 
diately and with graat pleasure report to his Government the proceed- 
ings of the day, and he was sure that, though Japan was 15,000 miles 
distant, he should very soon receive an echo of sincere satisfaction ; 
and, in conclusion, he said that it was his most earnest wish and most 
fervent desiro and’ hope that the relations between Japan and Great 
Britain would ever remain of the most friendly nature, based not 
merely on considerstions of mere commercial advantage, but on the 
more honourable and lasting basis of national rights and internaticnal 
esteem. 

Subsequently his Excelleney, in a few words of very good English, 
proposed “The Health of the Chairman,” who briefly replied. 

‘The Chinese Envoy then rose and said, in Chinese : You 60 readily 
drank success to the glorious career of the Foo-So that I will now ask 
you to fill your glasses and driuk success to the navy of which she is 
a component part—the navy of Japan—which we hope will never fire 
ashot except asan ally of China. (Laughter) Japan is, geographi- 
cally speaking, the England of the Enst ; may it use its power, as Eng: 
land has ever done, in defence of nationalities, (Hear, hear.) 

‘The health of Mr. Reed, and that hon. gentleman's response, brought 
the proceedings to a close. 

















THE SHANGHAI POLYTECHNIC. 
On Wednesday, the 11th inst., a very interesting lecture was given 


‘by Mr. T.L. King, at the Polytechnic Institution, Regent-street, ou 


Polarised Light anc other optical phenomena, illustrated by apparatus 
which is about to bedespatched to the above-named Institution, which, 
‘as our readers are aware, has been established with the view of familiar- 
ising the native mind with the literature, arts, and sciences of the west. 
The apparatus included the kaleidoscope, the chromotrope, the micro- 
scope, and the optical apparatus for the production of the Ghost. 
Among those invited were:—The Chinese Ministers and suite, and 
their interpreter, Dr. Macartney; Sir Thomas Wade, the British 
Minister at Peking, and Sir Walter Medhurst, late Consul at Shang- 
hai; the Duke of Sutherland, the Duke of Westminster, Lord 
Northbrook, the Earl of Shaftesbury, the Earl of Lichfield, Lord Alfred 
Paget, Sir Charles Trevelyan, Lady Holland, Mr. Trevelyan, junr., Sir 
G. Balfour, Sir H. Kawlinson, Sir Rutherford Alcock, Sir Macdonald 
and Lady Stephenson, General Sir James Alexander and Miss 
Alexander, Sir Joseph Whitworth, Sir A. Cotton, Sir G. Campbell, 
George Turnbull, Esq., C.E., and Mra. Turnbull, John Penn, Fsq., 
junr., Donald Currie, Esq., John Nixon, Esq., Archibald Hamilton, 
Esq., J. D'A, Samuda, Eoq., M.P., Charles Manby, Esq., Honorary 
Secretary, and James Forest, Esq., Secretary of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, J. D. Campbell, Esq., of the Chinese Maritime Cus- 
toms, R. B. Wade, Esq., C. J.R. Turner, Ksq., and many others. 
Some of the gentlemen invited regretted their inability to attend, 
through being absent from London. Although the phenomena ex: 
hibited did not present anything that was absolutely new to European 
eyes, they were admirably calculated to awaken in the Chinese mind 
an interest in science; and, to many Europeans, the lecture given waa 
both instructive and entertaining. Mr. T. L. King, who has the art of 
placing his subjects before bis hearers in a very attractive shape, is 
well acquainted with the best means of conveying ap idea of abstruse 
subjects to the uninitiated mind, and as Sir Walter Medburst and Dr. 
Macartney were beside the Chinese Envoys, and explained the lecture 
as it proceeded, no doubt their Excellencies were well posted as to 
the scientific bearing of the very beuutiful experiments exhibited 
before them. The public manifested considerable enthusiasm on the 
nature of the lecture being explained to them, and applauded heartily on 
being informed that the Envoys from China were in the room. As most 
of the experimentshad to be conducted in the derk, itis tobe feared the 
opportunity locked forward to by many of the audience of seeing the En- 
voys wascomparatively limited. ‘The lecturer, in introducing thesubject 
said he proposed to exhibit some of the phenomena of polarised light, 
and algo to show the optical effects obtainable by the microscope, the 
kaleidoscope, and the polariseupe, 

The cecasion was one of special interest, from the fact that 
this apparatus was destined for a Polytechnic Institution in 
China—the first of its kind in that great Empire—aud the in- 
troduction of such apparatus and the desire of the Chinese to 
possess it constituted a new evidence of progress and aspiration 
which might lead to great results hereafter, The Chinese Polytechnic 
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Institution owell its origin mainly to the exertions of Sir Walter Med” 
hurt, lately our Consul et Shanghai, and of Mr. Fryer, who had 
acted as honorary secretary. It bus been warmly supported by our 
Minister, Sir Thomas Wade, and by the leading Chinese officials, among 
whom might be mentioned the eminent Li-Hung-Chang, whose name 
Dame was Well known among us, and Heu-tsuch-t-sun, a mandarin, 
posseesing a very remarkable amount of technical knowledge and of 
‘boundless scientific curiosity, and whoae sons worthily follow in his 
steps. A committee of co-operation had been formed in London, com- 
posed of gentlemen who were united by frieudly sentiments towards 
China, and who were anxious to assist in the great work of developing 
her vast resources, and it had appeared to these gentlemen that a pre- 
liminary exhibition of the apparutus at the Polytechnic Institution, in 
the presence of the Chinese Ministers, now in London, would not only 
attract public support to the enterprize, but would afford a gratifying 
opportunity of testifying how friendly were our sentiments and how 
anxious wa all were to help China to reach the great future which lies 
Defore her. It had been suggested that, after having been shown in 
Shanghai the apparatus should be carried to the other chief cities of 
China, and this and other concurrent measures would naturally open the 
way to the realisation of that great idea of an International Exhibition 
which China, it appeared, isso anxious toinvite. Mr. King then proceeded 
with the demonstrations of the apparatus, which occupied more than 
an hour. All the experimenta were concerned with the phenomena of 
light. Sir David Brewster's kaleidoscope was shown upon the screen, 
and this series of experiments concluded with a butterfly, which, by 
means of the polariscope, assumed from moment to moment a more and 
more gorgeous plumage on its wings. The principles of polarised light 
were fully explained in the course of the lecture, and some of the demon- 
strations were of the most beautiful character ; one in particular, in 
which » magnified grain of common sand-stone displayed as reflected 
by the oxy-hydrogen microscope upon the sereen the most lovely com- 
bination of colours, literally, as the lecturer observed, showing to us 
that there are “sermons in stones and good in every thing.” In the 
course of the lighter part of the lecture, introductory to the more 
scientific portion, a magnified likeness of Hu-Tsuch-tsung was ex- 
hibited on the screen, with his autograph in Chinese characters sub- 
joined. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Sir Walter Medhurst inspected the 
‘apparatus, which wero further explained to him by Mr. King, whom he 
congratulated upon hislecture, The Envoys also expressed their satis- 
faction with it, and their hope that it would pave the way to improved 
knowledge of optical science in China. Among the articles being sent 
out to China by Messrs. Bourne and Co. (in addition to those which 
have already been spoken of in this paper) are several of their new 
high speed engines, which are believed by the most competent judges 
to be destined to become the steam engines of the future. One of 
these engines will be employed to drive a Tanite emery wheel, which 
acts like a rotating file in rapidly polishing metals and sharpening 
cutting instruments. This machinery attracted much attention. The 
apparatus is to go out at once, und the efforts which have been recorded 
from time to time to introduce the railway into China will thus be suc- 
ceeded by a less obviously utilitarian, but very attractive means of pro- 
pagating Western knowledge, and accustoming the Chinese to recognise 
that something which is not evil may come from abroad. Perhaps the 
most promising feature in connection with the present movement in 
Chinatis that it is adopted and pressed on by the Chinese themselves. 











THE INSURRECTION IN JAPAN. 
(THE TIMES CORRESPONDENT.) 
Yoxonama, Feb. 25, 

As your readers already know, the insurrection at Kumamoto, headed. 
by Mayebara, was speedily suppressed. Mayebara paid for his defec- 
tion with his life ; many of his followers were killed or committed 
suicide, and a general belief was entertained that a danger, which would 
undoubtedly have been great had the insurgents met with success in 
their firet attempts againat the Government, had disappeared altogether 
before the vigorous measures taken to crush the seeds of it. The 
Satsuma men remained calta and loyal throughout this uffair; but the 
loyalty which was presumed from this calmness has now proved to 
have been hollow enough. The Satsuma men saw only too plainly that 
Mayebara’s indiscreet haste could only lead to defeat, and the frustra- 
tion of the large purposes contemplated by the disaffected Samurai, They 
therefore stood entirely nlvof from him, and, with no sign of protest 
or remonstrance, allowed him to pay the terrible penalty entailed by 
his unskilful impetnousity. But not the less had they resolved on 
withstanding the Government when their preparations were more ad- 
vanced and success seemed more probable. Accordingly, the clan is 
now in open rebellion. Thus it is that the Government of Japan has 
on ite hands the most difficult task it has been called on to perform 
since the Restoration, The Satsuma men played the chief part in 
bringing about that event. They are united, dotermined, and brave ; 
they are of a conservative habit of mind—loyal to the Mikado, though 
arrayed against his present advisers; and they are, perhaps, the best 

retentatives of the Japanese charicter, But they have this great 
faalt—that they place the interests of their clan above the interests 
of the Empire. They are, first of all, Satsuma men, then Japanese ; 
and thus it is that chey judge of the acts of the Government, not by 
their probable and calculated effects upon the Empire, but by their 
probable effects upon themselves. Now, the object with which the 
fendal system in this country was abolished was to secure the homo- 
geneity of the Empire ; in other words, to break up the old clan asso- 
ciations and replace them by a more purely national feeling. This ob- 
ject bas Lo a great extent been accomplished. The Choshiu, Tosa, 
Hizen, Kaga, or Bizen men have gradually come to regard themselves 
ss before all things Japanese, afterwards as meni of these clans. Not 
eothe Satsuma men, The pride of clan is with them un obstinate, 
almost indestructible, feeling, and their great services at the time of 
the Restoration have tended rather to increase than diminiah it. They 
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were abundantly rewarded for those services by places and honours 
when the spoils of victory were divided; they still hold more 
of the great poste than the men of any other clan, and while 
they occupy many of the Provincial Governorships, they would 
not for a moment brook the administration of their own Provincial 
affairs being conducted by any official of an alien clan. Their scale of 
taxation is believed to be the same as that which has been established 
by the central authority over the rest of the empire, but they insist 
on administering their own revenues, and though they may possibly 
transmit copies of their accounts to Tokio, they certainly do not con- 
tribute anything tothe Imperial Exchequer. Their obstinate isola- 
tion, therefore, frustrates all the endeavours of the Government to 
produce real unity throughout the Empire. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


THE PERAK CAMPAIGN. a 
(9th.) In reply to Mr. Serjeant Sox, Mr. Secretary HARDY said it 
was arranged that troops sent from India to serve in the Straits Settle- 
ments during the late outbreak should have the same advantages a8 
they had when sent to Abyssinia, and inquiries were being made from 
the Indian Government as to what those advantages were. 
CEYLON. 

(12th.) Mr. Porter asked the Under Secretary of State for tho 
Colonies whether the attention of the Government had been drawn 
to the ecarcity in the island of Ceylon, as reported in the Ceylon Times 
of the 7th of March ; whether any information had reached the Go- 
vernment as to the recommendations of the Commission recently ap- 
pointed in Ceylon to inquire into the present working of the food 
taxes in that island ; and whether, as a measuro of temporary reliof, 
the Government was prepared to sanction certain proposed branch 
railway extensions in order to give work to the unemployed immi- 
grant Tamils reported to be now suffering severe privations in Ceylon. 

Mr. J. Lowrner said: The attention of the Colonial-office has been 
drawn to this matter, and Lord Carnarvon has been for some time past, 
in communication with the local authorities as to the best means of 
meeting the difficulties referred to. With reference to the second 
portion of the hon, gentleman’s question, the Commission which has 
been appointed by the Governor has only recently commenced its 
labours, and has not yet reported. As to sanctioning certain proposed 
railway schemes, it ia obviously impossible for Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to adopt any specific echeme until it has been thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Meanwhile, however, roads and other relicf works are in 
contemplation, and considerable sums have been ulready voted for 
those objects." I am happy to be able to add that the reports of tho 
general crops in the island are sutisiactory, and that the emergency is 
only expected to be of a temporary character. 

THE YUNNAN MISSION. 

(13th.}—In answer to Mr. Pkasr, Mr. BOURKE said :—The papers re- 
lating to Mr. Grosvenor's mission to Yunnan have been printed, and 
they would have been in the hands of membera before now were it not 
for the fact that we have heen waiting for a memorandum which Sir 
Thomas Wade is preparing with respect to the Chefvo Convention. I 
saw Sir Thomas Wade this morning, and I hope to have that memo- 
randum in a very few days. After that I trust there will be no delay 
in presenting the papers. 














THE INSURRECTION IN JAPAN. 

"The New York papers contain a despatch from San Francisco, con- 
teining news from Japan to the 13th of March. The despatch aays :— 

The insurrection in the island of Kivsiu continues. The Govern- 
menit troops experience much difficulty on account of the mountainous 
country. Nevertheless, the rebels have been driven from various posi- 
tions, and are now confined to one stronghold south-east of the city of 
Kumanotu, the capital of the Province of Figo. The Imperial troops 
now at the seat of action number 15,000. The insurgents’ force is 
unknown. There is little doubt that the rebellion will be suppressed in. 
a short time, although the situation chosen is #o strong, and prepara- 
tions have been so abundant, that greater difficulties are presented 
than in previous similar outbreaks. ‘The proposal of foreign residents 
to establish a military volunteer corps in Yokohama las been strongly 
protested against by the Government as a wanton and unwarranted 
manifestation of unfriendly distrust. The foreign Ministers have 
been called upon by the Japanese authorities to forbid the project. 


THE JAPANESE NAVY. 

HLLJ.M.'s screw corvette Trukuba Kan, 1,038 tons, 200 horme-powor, 
the ship which our readers may remember to have made the voyage to 
San Francisco last year, and to have behaved so admirably in the very 
heavy weather which she then encountered, has been despatched with 
all possible speed to Kobe to join the fleet at present assembled there. 
She was originally intended for a sea-going training-ship, and in_anti- 
cipation of an early cruise in that capacity, has been refitting at Yoko- 
suka. She is commanded by Captain Matsumura (an efficient naval 
officer trained in America), and carries acomplement of 245 men all told. 
Her armament consists of sixteen guns—eight muzzle-loading Krupp 
seventy pounders, and six forty pounder bronze (Japanese made), besides 
two pivot Tin. breech-loading Krups, ouly one of which, however, has 
been shipped. It is worthy of notice, perhaps, that of the old crew 
which navigated her across the Pacific, not one, we believe, is at present 
borne upon her books. Of the fifteen or sixtcen ships of war which, 
including transports, comprise the Japanese Navy, with the exception. 
‘of the two at present being fitted out for sea at Yokosuka, and the two 
others aupposed to be at Kagoshima, the whole are collected at Kiobe. 
In consequence of all these unexpected interferences with the course 
of naval instruction pursued at Yokosuka, &e., the forcign instractors, 
whose duties have hitherto required their absence frou head-quarters, 
have been recalled for the present to the Auiyunsho. In the Collego, 
however, little if any disturbance of the usual curriculum bas taken 
place—Japan Mail.

‘The Kriegspicl, or war-game, which has become s0 popular of late 
years in the army, has been introduced into the German Navy, after 
experimental trial and adaptation of it in Berlin and found much 
acceptance, The object of the Naval Kriegspiel is to excite interest of 
naval officers in tactical rules of sea-warfare ; to enable them to observe 
“the mancoavres of the fleets or vessels of two hostile parties, which are 
allotted to a leader or a number of officers, and to study the most 
favourable forteation of the fleets at the beginning of the engagement, 
the grouping of ships in eeparate squadrons or divisions, the applica~ 
tion of artillery, rams, and torpedoes in individual casos of encounter 
with an enemy, &c., and to provide opportunities of conversation and 
the exchange of opinions on what has been done. Certain problems or 
tasks are appointed in the game, ‘Thus two hostile fleets, the number 

- and strength of whose ships are known, are required to find one another 
in the open sea, or before the enemy's harbours, and, if the leaders 
think fit, to give battle. Close by « plan for the details of the battle 
has to be worked out. For the strength, value, and work of the 
separate ships, their velocity, number of guns, data of calibre, plating, 
quantity of coal which each can carry, and the quantity used in given 
times, special tables are constructed. "For the turning of ships, turn- 
ing circles are made of the corresponding diameter. The weather con- 
ditions are taken from the weather reports of the Observatory. The 
movements of the individual ships and the fleets take place on the 
ordinary naval maps ; the battle proper, after the enemy has come in 
sight, on a grated plane, divided into millimetres, on a scale of one to 
2,000 ; here the movements and evolutions of the ships are simnl- 
taneously produced. 

Colonel Smith, C.B, a Peninsula veteran, died on the 6th ‘inst. 
Colonel Smith, who was a younger brother of the late Lieut. General 
Sir Harry Swith, Bart. G.C.B., joined the 95th (now the Itifle Brigade) 
sixty-nine years ago. He was present in the retreat to Corunna, under 
Sir John Moore, during which his regiment was almost daily engaged. 
He was severely wounded in the affair at the Coa, in 1810, and served 
with his regiment throughout the Peninsula war; at the sieges of 
Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajos ; the battles of Salamanea, Vittoria, the 
operations in the Pyrenees, the actions of Nivelle, Nive, Orthez, Tar- 
bey, and Toulouse; besides being engazed in many skirmishes and 
affairs of outposts. He was present at Waterloo, and was the first regi- 
mental officer who entered Paris in 1815. In 1817 Colonel Smith, stall 
a subaltern, exchanged to half-pay, und was subsequently appointed 
barrack-master. After holding that post at several stations, he was, 
on the formation of the camp at Aldershot, appointed barrack-tnaster 
there, which office he held until 1869. He had received the silver 
war medal with ten clasps, aud the Waterloo medal, and was in 1368 
nominated a Companion of the Bath (civil division). Colonel Smith 
was one of three brothers who served in the Rifle Brigade, Sir Harry 
and Charles Smith, who was wounded at Waterloo, and who died a few 
years ago. 

The accounts which have been published relating to the accident to 
Her Majesty's ship Thetis seem to have been somewhat exaggerated. 
The ship left Port Said on the 2lst of February, baving on board 
three weeks’ provisions. On the night of the 28th, about half-way 
between Port Said and Malta, her screw broke down, and the remain- 
ing part of the voyage had to be performed under sail, against westerly 
winds which prevail at this season. On the 5th of March, as a raensure 
of precaution rather than from necessity, aupplies equivalent to about 
three days’ provisions were obtained from a passing steamer. On the 
4th, in consequence of the unusually slow progress which the ship 
was making, the crew were placed on a reduced allowance of provi- 
sions, and this was continued till the 17th, when the Devastation met 
the Thetis. 

The Swallow, 3, a wooden double screw gunboat, has been refitted a 
Portsmouth for service on the south-east coast of America. She has 
undergone so thorough an overhaul that she has been all but rebuilt, 
She has bad many of her stern timbers renewed, been provided with 
a new upper deck and fresh planking in the wake of the boilers, and 
Deen fitted with a new iron deck immediately above the uptake, in the 
place of the old wooden one, which was liable to take fire from the great, 
heat, and which did actually take fire during the last commission. ‘The 
Swallow has also been furnished with a poop and raised forecastle, whjch 
will greatly add to her comfort, and has been for the first time ventilated 
to the bilge. Her armament has also been changed, her former 63-ton 
gun and two 40-pounders having been exchanged for a 44-ton gun and 
two 64-pounders. 

The Isis, the first. steel ship ever constructed for the British Navy, 
was successfully launched from Pembroke Dockyard yesterday. The 
ship is a twin screw ; her engines, of 7,000 .IH.P., aro being fitted by 
Messrs. Maudslay and Field. Her principal dimensions are—Length 
between perpenciculars, 300 ft.; breadth, 46 ft. 1 in; depth in hold, 
16 ft. 3 in.; mean draught, 19 ft. 9 in.; tons displacement, 3,750; her 
estimated specd, 174 knots; conl-carrying capacity, 500 tons; and com- 
‘plement, 250 men. 

The gunboats Foxhound and Forward, built for the Government by 
the Barrow Iron Shipbuilding Company, left Barrow Docks on the 
7th inst. for Barrow harbour, where they joined Her Majesty's frigate 
YValorous, which brought stores and men to man the new craft. 
the course of a few days the gunboats will proceed on an official trial, 
and afterwards they will join three other gunboats built in the Mersey 
and thence proceed, in company with the Valorous, to Portsmouth 
where they will receive their final fittings. 

Lord Lonsdale has been appointed to the ancient and dignified office 
of Vice-Admiral of Cumberland and Westmoreland, one of the very 
few vice-admiralties still existing in the United Kingdom. These 
officers formerly exercised, each in his own vice-admiraity, the very 
important duties and powers of the Lord High Admiral of England, 

and no doubt can do so still, so far as Parliament has not handed those 
duties and powers over to the Admiralty and Common Law Courts. 
































‘The chambering of the experimental 80-ton gun is completed, and on 
the 16th inst. the weapon will be taken once more to Shoeburyness, 
| for a second trial against the 32-inch iron target. Another 80-ton 
gun, the first of the four ordered for the Inflexible, will be ready by 
about the beginning of May, and will be rifled on the polygroove ayatem. 
A trial is necessary to compare the advantages of this principle with 
those of the rifling adopted in the older gun. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Henry Spencer Churchill, late of the 
60th Rifles, died at Monaco on the 3rd inst, He was the eldest son of 
the late Lord Charles Spencer Churchill, and served with the Rifle 
Brigade in the Kaffir War of 1846-47 ; in the Crimean campaign up to 
the 22nd of July, 1855, including the battles of the Alma and Inker- 
man ; and with the 60th Rifles in the campaign in Rohilcund in 1858, 
during the Indian Mutiny. 

The following promotions result from the death of Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral H. W. Whitfeild, viz.—Major-General H. Dalrymple White, C.B., 
colonel of the 6th Dragoon Guards, to be lieutenant-general ; Colonel 
B. Harrison, commanding the Bradford Brigade Depot, to be major- 
general; Major R. Law, unattached, staff officer of pensioners at Ply- 
mouth, to be brevet lieutenant-colonel ; and Captain R. Blount, 20th 
Foot, to be brevet major. 

The officers of the Prince of Wales's Own Ghoorka Regiment, the 
famous corps which defended the women in the Flagstaff Tower during 
the mutiny at Delhi, have forwarded a euperbly eubossed Kurkurree 
knife, the weapon of the regiment, as a present to the Prince. The 
regiment were granted permission to use his Royal Highness’s title 
during the tour of the Prince in India. 

Captain Sir William Hewett, K.C.B., who has lately returned from 
the West Coast of Africa, has received from the Foreign-office an ex- 
pression of approval at the manner in which the blockade of the 
Dahomey coast has been maintained, and the various difficulties with 
the natives on the West Coast have been met, during the period of bis 
service as commodore on the station, 

‘The Secretary for War directs that an officer returning from abroad 
on private affiirs will be liable to p.¥ the expense of bis suecessor’s 
passage. This rule will be enforced if the officer retires from the ser- 
vice (except on half-pay) or exchanges, or is made supernumerary to 
his regiment, or is transferred to the militia, except as adjutant. 

The court-martial held upon Capt. Stevens, of H.M.S. Barracouta, 
was concluded on the 11th inst. The decision of the Court was that 
each of the eight charges was proven, and the sentence upon the pri- 
soner was that he be dismissed Her Majesty's service. 

The two hundred medals intended for distribution among the officers 
and crews composing the late Arctic Expedition have just been com- 
pleted at Her Majesty's Mint. They are composed of fine silver, are 
of circular form, and weigh exactly one ounce each. 

Captain N. Bowden-Smith, now serving as flag-captain to Admiral 
Drummond in H.M.S. Hercules, has been selected to fill the same post 
to Rear-Admiral John Corbett, C.B., the newly appointed commander- 
in-chief in the East Indies, 

The Minotaur, 17, iron clad, Capt. Lord Walter T. Kerr, bearing the 
flag of Vice-Adtniral Beauchamp Seymour, commanding the Channel 
Squadron, hasarrived at Portsmouth to pay down and refit, 

The Admiralty has directed an inguiry to be held into the cause of 
the collision between Her Majesty’s shi Triumph and the Benjamin 
Whitworth, 

The Ringdove, 3, double-screw gun-vessel, Com. Singleton, recently 
returned from the China station, was paid off at Portsmouth on the 5th 
inst. 

The Ariel, 4, composite gun-bont, 436 tons, 540-horse power, is to 
bo repaired at Chatham and brought forward for commission. 











' GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hampurc, Arrin 10, 

The Easter holidays being over everything would again have assumed 
its usual appearance but for the Biemark resignation and the Eastern 
question. The pending visit to this city of the Crown Prince is, how- 
ever, the prevailing topic of interest. It is now settled that his Royal 
Highness the Crown Prince will be accompanied by the Princess. ‘The 
preparations made here for a suitable reception of the future Emperor 
and Empress are being carried out on a large scale, favoured by beau- 
tiful weather, which just at present is really summer-like, and far 
better than was anticipated a fortnight ago. ‘The illustrious visitors 
will arrive here on the 19th April, aud will be received at the railway 
station by a deputation of the Senate. In the evening a State dinner, 
followed by a representation of opera at the City Theatre, and a soirée 
at the Prussian Atabassador's, will take place. ‘The illumination of the 
city was intended, but hus been postponed to the second day. ‘The 
20th will be spent in visite to the principal establishments, quays, 
harbour, Bourse, meteorological-office, &c. In the evening a grand 
soirée will take place, at which the members of the Legislature with 
their ladies will be presented. On Saturday, the 21st, our distin. 
guished visitors will bil onr city farewell. 

Much discussion has been raised with reference to the intended 
reaiguation of Chancellor Bismark. The question has sprung up who 
is best fitted to be his successor, and the first name mentioned has 
been Herr Delbrueck. the Inte President of the Imperial Chancel. 
lery. Herr Camphausen, the Prussian Minister of Finance, and 
Field Mershal Von Manteutfel, who isa persona qratissina at Berlin, 
and the German Ambassador at Paris, Prince Hohenlohe, have also 
been named. But a accond difficulty presants itself, nately, the judi. 
cial authorisation of the new Minister; German law requiring that all 
promulgations of the Emperor should be countersigned by the Chane 
cellor of the Etnpire. Moreover, there areso many newly-created instic 
tutions of which Bismark is himself the founder and protector. Field= 
Marshal Manteutfel is, for instance, no free trader ; Prince Hohenlohe is 
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Roman Catholic ; and so there remain rather only Herr Camphausen and 
Herr Delbrueck whose names can be thought of in connection with the 
succession. As regards the first-named it must be borne in mind that 
he is not only a personal but also a political friend of Prince Bismark, 
a0 that a change in policy as regards free trade would probably involve 
his resignation to follow that of the Prince. All mentioned apprehen- 
eions entertained of the absolute retirement of Prince Bismark have 
disappeared with the announcement that he will be satisfied with leave 
of absence of two months’ duration. The decision of the Emperor as 
regards this new phase of the case is still pending, and may be given 
within the next fewdaya. If it should be favourable Herr Camphausen 
will probably become his successor in the management of home affairs, 
and Herr Buelow as regards foreign affairs. 

Asalready mentioned the weather of late has entirely changed, warm 
weather has set in, with occasional light showers of rain at nights, and 
clear sky during the day. If no late frosts occur the harvest may 
be far better than has been anticipated. From Dantzic terrible inun- 
dations are reported, which in their destructive effecta have even aur- 
passed the great floods of 1855. The 25th and 26th of March were 
the days, on which the inhabitants of both banks of the Weichset river 
all the way down from Culm to Dantzic were the victims of an inunda- 
tion, which was the more disastrous as it was quite unexpected. After 
the Hood of December last it was thought that all danger was over, 
because the Carpathian mountains exhibited little now; in consequence 
nothing was done. beyond the repairing of the damages occasioned by 
the December inundation. The disaster is beyond all description ; 
the ice coming down the river, accumulated a little below Graudenz, 
got fast there and soon caused the water to rise to such a height that 
all the adjacent villages as well as the towns on the banks of the 

iver were changed into lakes ; many bouses were destroyed, numerous 
lives have been lost, anda great number of cattle was carried away 
Dy the flood. A long period must elapse, and great help will be 
needed, to restore these unfortunate low-lands to the flourishing con- 
dition, which they preseated before the flood came upon them. 

From the lst April, 1877, the General Postal Union will include 
Ceylon, the Straits Settlements, Labuan, Hong Kong, the Amirante 
and Seychelle Islands, the Isle of Rodriguez, &c., &c., and the rates of 
postage to those places will be m.0.40 for paid and m.0.80 for unpaid

‘'Tsa is quiet, but holders maintain their quotations; two parcels 
Congon have been sold, viz., 1,398/8 boxes and 1,828/8 boxes. 

Corton has been quiet during the first part of the past fortnight, 
and as the improvement after the holidays in England has not been 
prolonged the same quietness prevails hero now. A sale has been made 
of 200 bales Rangoon at m.1 per kilo.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTerpay, Aprit 11. 

Our Lords have done their duty. They voted the several Bills 
that were laid before them and left the Hague. The debate was, as it 
usually is, short, but at the same time very sharp. The first question 
which they had to discuss was the Reorganisation of the Tariff, The 
members of the First Chamber, of course, proved to be free traders, with 
only very few exceptions. Messrs. Schimmelpenninck Van der Oye 
and Hartson raised every possible argument against the motives, 
which were brought forward by their co-members in favour of the Bill. 
The two named, however, lost the battle most decidedly. The policy 
of the Minister was approved of by thirty-one against four votes, 
which is, I need not add, a very large majority. The Bill to increase 
the duties on home manufactured spirits from 63f. to 57f. per hectolitre 
was approved by thirty-one against two votes. This measure was 
proposed by the Minister in order to cover the unfavourable balance, 
‘which would be caused by the reorganisation of the tariff duties. By 
defending it he said at the same time that it was his intention 
to abolish within a very short delay the duties on soap (the tax on 
the cleanness), and that be would propose other reorganisations, 
which would cost, however, monetary sacrifices. Only a very few 








members were in opposition to this Bill, because they were of 
opinion that our home spirita were charged too heavy. Mr. Van der 
Heim convinced them easily that this was not the case, The task 
with which Mr. Van Lynden, Minister of the Department of Justice, 
was charged was not such avery easy one. He had to defend the nine 
Judicial Bills, against which 80 enormous an opposition was created. 
in committee, that many believed that the Lords intended to out- 
yote them. This, however, was not the case; after a three days’ 
debate they were carried by s very large majority. The. Minister 
was complimented on the success which he had obtained, and our 
Lords returned to their respective homes. Within a few days— 
on the 17th instant—the Members of the Second Chamber will 
meet again, ‘They, as a matter of course, will deal at once with 
the Lower Class Instruction Bill, if it is ready for boing debated. This 
is not yet the case, because the Minister Heemskerk lingers with his 
answer upon the section report. It thus still is possible that some- 
thing may happen which will delay the debate. Within a few days, 
however, we will know all thereabout. 

On the 17th inst. the elections will take place in this town and at 
Tiel to fill two vacant seats in the Second Chamber. It seems that 
here will be duly elected Mr. C. Van Heukelom, who is the candidate 
of both the parties, whilst at Tiel Mr. De Beaufort has the lion part of 
the chance. In the meanwhile some candidates are brought forward 
for the general elections, which will take place in the month of June 
next ; amongst them appears Mr.@. J. Grashuia. This is most cer- 
tainly not too late, 

HLM, the King, who arrived this morning in this town, where he will 
reside for a week, conferred the knighthood of the Order of the Dutch 
Lion upon Messrs. W. A. Henny, director of Instruction, Religion and 
Industry inthe Dutch Indies, and also upon Dr. N, J. Hoorweg, director 
of the Gymnasium Willem III. at Batavia. Her Majesty the Queen, 
who, like Prince Alexandra accompanies the King here, will only stay 
till Friday next. It is most remarked that the said Prince put him- 
self forward in all sort of public matters, as well as politics. This is, 
though I don’t want to give reasona for it, certainly not without signi- 
fication. Of the Prince of Orange nothing more is now heard. He resides 
at Paris, and several rumours are set in circulation about the question 
whether he will return or not. 

I told you some days ago that Mr. D. De Clercq had asked for his 
dismissal as secretary of the Dutch Trading Company. The directors 
have presented to his Majesty the following listof gentlemen, to make 
an election out of them to fill the vacant seat : viz.: H. Schroder Visser, 
W.K.M. Vrolik, and J.C. De Marez Oyens. Mr. De Clercq will re- 
main consulter of the said company. 

As a proof how badly our ironworks are provided with orders, it is 
stated that when public tenders were invited for making the iron con- 
structions for railway-bridges in Java, the highest subscription was 
£79,000 and the lowest .58,000, whilat the estimate was .84,000. 

On the 28th inet. a detachment of 150 soldiers will be forwarded to 
Java by the steamer Prins Van Oranje, in order to reinforce the 
Army. 

The New Yorker Handels Zeitung publishes the fact that petroleum 
is now shipped directly from New York for Batavia. The first 
steamer charged with a cargo of this mineral oil was the English ons, 
Spartan, 

"Sines some days the English mails destined for Holland are for- 
warded via Queensborough Flushing. This is most decidedly an im- 
provement. 

The International Flower Show, which will be opened to-morrow, 
promises to be excellent. The grounds have a surface of 40,000 
metres.

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é THE JAPAN INSURRECTION. 

THE latest advices from Japan, confirmed via America, 
still represent the struggle which has taken Flace in 
a very serious light, and although this news has 
been anticipated ‘by official telegrams to the Japanese 
Legation, to the effect that the Satsuma insurrection 
had been quelled, it would probably be a mistake to 
consider that the alarm on the spot, exaggerated though 
it undoubtedly has been, was altogether without foun- 
dation. It has clearly been the object of the Japan- 
ese Government from the outset to do all in its power to 
hush matters up, while its policy has as plainly been to 
treat the outbreak as of small account, and to avoid any- 
thing which might be construed into anxiety or fear. This 

olicy is beyond question a wise one, if not carried too far; 
Bat, in the active measures adopted to silence the Press, 
the Japanese Government went beyond reasonable bounds, 
and this action in consequence tended rather to increase 
than to allay general apprehension. Tho Japanese news- 

pers, as reflecting public opinion, cannot, therefore, be 
Blamed for having looked upon matters somewhat in an 
alarmist light; and at the first blush there was, no doubt, 
sufficient in the insurrection to cause anxiety, however 
much it may have suited the Japanese Government to hide 
this unpleasant fact, and to make the matter appear as a 
small affair with which they could easily cope. 

The details of the news are conflicting, but the nature of 
the insurrection can be now more clearly understood than 
before. It could not, it is true, be properly designated a 
rebellion, but its results, now that the Government has 
proved itself able to cope with it successfully, will be, in an 
important and salutary sense, revolutionary. The Satsuma 
clan have long enjoyed special privileges and powers which 
formed a species of imperium in imperio of a dangerous cha- 
racter. These privileges were, in fact, the last remnant of 
the old quasi-feudal system existing in Japan before the 
Daimios were deprived of their independent powers ; and 
the result of the present encounter with the Central Go- 
vernment will be to put an end to this state of affairs. 
The possibility of an outbreak occurring some day in 
consequence of the anomalous position held by this 
powerful clan can scarcely have escaped the attention 
of the Japanese Government ; and their success in put- 
ting down the movement is probably attributable, in 
part, at least, to this fact Sooner or later a diffi- 
culty was almost certain to arise; and it may be con- 
sidered a subject of congratulation that the trouble has 
been of short duration, and that the Government have been 
able apparently not only to hold their own; but to place 
themselves in such a position that the central authority 
will in future be recognised over the whole Empire. So 
far as foreign interests in Japan are concerned this cannot 
but be regarded as a distinct gain. Nothing is more un- 
satisfactory than having relations with a Government in- 
ternally weak, and unable consequently, in making the 
most ordinary concessions, to feel secure that it will have 
the power to carry them out. This has been a frequent 
source of trouble, and the removal of this difficulty will 
doubtless now make the Japanese nation able as well as 
willing to continue in the career of progress in which it 
has already made such noticeable and creditable strides. 
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THE SHANGHAI POLYTECHNIC. 

THE idea of exhibiting at the Polytechnic the optical 
apparatus which are to be sent out to China for the Shang- 
hai institution bearing the same name was excellently con- 
ceived as a means of attracting increased attention to this 
matter. We givea fall report of the proceedings elsewhere, 
and are glad to find that the Institution is not being over- 
looked. It is to be hoped that the interest thus manifested 
in it on this side will awaken the energies of those who 
have the conduct of its affairs in China, as it is upon them, 
as we have already taken occasionto point out, that success 
must mainly depend. People here will not do much until 
they see that those who are either resident in China or ac- 
quainted with affairs in that country are moving in earnest; 
but this point once established, there can be little question 
that the movement is one which will be well backed up in 
England. That the Shanghai Polytechnic should be in a 
measure identified with the old-established Institution in 
London will be a matter of gratification to many in China; 
and we trust that some means may possibly be devised of 
bringing about a closer alliance. There are many things 
in China which would be admirably suited for exhibition 
here, and the kome establishment can, as in the pre- 
sent instance, afford much valuable aid with respect to 
the apparatus, &., required by that in Shanghai. It 
marks an era in progress in China that two Chinese 
officials of rank should be present at a scientific lecture 
given in London; and we make no doubt that what 
they heard and saw on Wednesday last will be among the 
seed now being sown, which is destined in due season to 
bring forth fruit in China, The lecture given is admirably 
adapted to awaken interest on the part of the Chinese, and to 
give them somo idea of the wonderful discoveries due to in- 
ductive science. We would suggest that a translation of 
Mr. Krnc’s lecture should be made into Chinese, giving ex- 
planations of the scientific phenomena and technical terms 
in a form that will be intelligible to the native mind, and 
be sent out together with the apparatus. It could be 
printed cheaply in Shanghai and distributed to the Chinese 
members of the Polytechnic there, when the apparatus are 
exhibited. 

WE fully endorse some remarks which are made by the 
China Mail with reference to an application to investigate 
in private the charge recently brought in Hong Kong 
against CoALEs (and of which he was fully acquitted), of 
embezzling certain military stores there. This application 
was refused, and our contemporary justly observes that the 
idea of the publicity of the proceedings being likely to in- 
jure the accused, if innocent, is erroneous, and that the 
contrary is in reality the fact. There are some rare cases 
in which the bare making of an accusation against an indi- 
vidual in public will undoubtedly injure him; and the 
magistrates have consequently power to exclude reporters 
at preliminary investigations ; but instances of this kind 
are of very rare occurrence, and the discretion of the papers 
is usually a sufficient guarantee against the publication of 
such cases, no less in the interest of the public than that of 
the accused. 


Ir is satisfactory to note, from the reply given by Mr 
BOouRKE to the question put by Mr. PEASE in the House 
of Commons on Friday, that the papers relating to the 
Grosvenor Mission have been printed ; but the reason for 
their not being published, namely, that the Government 
wish to include with them Sir Tuoxtas WADE’s Memoran- 
dum on the Convention, does not, unfortunately, leave room 
to conclude that they will necessarily be forthcoming at an 
early date. It is to be hoped, however, that there will not 
be much more procrastination in this long-delayed matter. 
While undesirous to complain in any way at the Govern- 
ment exercising its discretion as to the form in which it 
will issue Blue-books, we cannot but point out that there 
is certainly no necessary connection between the investiga- 
tion which took place in Yunnan and the details as to com- 
mercial concessions which Sir Tuomas Wapr’s Memoran- 
dum is to explain. 

A NOTIFICATION has appeared in the Guzctte, dated the 
9th inst, stating that the Board of Trade have received, 
through the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs,information 
to the effect that in consequence of infection in Hong Kong 
and China all arrivals from thence will be subjected to six- 
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teen days’ quarantine in Queensland ports. We helieve 
this need not cause any apprehension with respect to the 
health of foreign residents, either in Hong Kong or at the 
China, ports as it has reference to Chines eemigrants only. 
If the authors of the notification desire to check the im- 
port of Chinese into Queensland this is a very effectual 
mode of doing it. 


WE understand tkat a telegram has been received from 
Singapore announcing that Sultan Ysoor was to be in- 
stalled at Perak, and that Sultans Issam and ABDOOLAH 
were to be deported from the country. This indicates a 
settlement of the future Government of Perak, which has 
been.so long in abeyance. 


THE COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT OF THE 
FOREIGN-OFFICE. 

ALTHOUGH it has been attended with small success on 
the present occasion—having elicited in fact only an 
evasive answer from the Government—we trust that the 
attention called by Mr. SAMUELSON, M.P., to the desira- 
bility of a reorganisation of the Commercial Department 
of the Foreign-office will not be unproductive ultimately 
of useful results. There is no doubt, as has been noticed 
repeatedly by the Associated Chambers of Commerce, that. 
a great want of improvement in this Department exists ; 
and that something ought to be done to avoid the delay 
and inconvenience which repeatedly takes place when any 

juestion of a semi-commercial character arises at the 

‘oreign-office. In such cases the matter is bandied back- 
wards and forwards between that office and the Board of 
Trade, and much valuable time is in consequence lost while 
the action of the Government is needlessly weakened and 
hampered. A noticeable instance of this occurred a short 
time back in connection with the constitution of Shanghai 
as a port of registry for British shipping, about a year back. 
The question was inaugurated, and had ultimately to be 
decided by the Foreign-office, but the whole of the details 
were settled by the Board of Trade—the consequence 
being a lengthened delay and much tedious correspond- 
ence. Many similar matters constantly come under the 
notice of the Foreign-office, of which the Board of Trade 
should have cognisance, and upon which useful action 
would be taken, but which are simply set aside and for- 
gotten, the result being that many excellent opportunities 
of improving our commercial relations are entirely lost. It 
would therefore be undoubtedly desirable either that 
there should be a specially commercial department at 
the Foreign-office, or that all questions of a commercial 
character should be referred, as of course. to the Board of 
Trade. Not the least evil of the existing system is the pre- 
sent unreasonable delay in the publication of the commercial 
reports from our Consuls (of which the Blue-book contain- 
ing the reports from China for 1875 (!), reviewed in the 
present number of this paper, forms a good example), the 
consequence of which is that the value of the greater part 
of the information they contain is lost before they become 
public. In short, as matters are at present, the Foreign- 
office and the Board of Trade are, in regard to all matters 
partaking in part of a commercial and in part of a political 
character, in the position of the proverbial two stools, 
between which the public fall to the ground. 





THE CLIMATE OF SAIGON. 

A STATEMENT is made in an article, which we recently 
noticed, in the Journal du Commerce Maritime, which, if it 
were correct, would certainly be extremely satisfactory. 
The writer, M. Mocquart, gave it as his opinion that the 
much-abused Colony of Saigon owes its mortality rather to 
the defectiveness of sanitary arrangements than to the in- 
salubrity of the climate. In the interests of an important 
Colony, which we trust may be destined to work in with 
others in spreading European commerce and civilisation in 
the Far East, we should be very glad indeed to be able to 
confirm this statement ; but, unfortunately, it is impossible 
todo so. The first impression conveyed to the visitor as, 
sweltering under a tropical sun, he threads his way in one 
of the Messageries Maritimes steamers up the intricate and 
winding river, flanked by dense jungle on cither side, 
which, on account of the depth of the water, can be ap- 
proached so closely by the huge vessels that monkeys and 








parrots can be descried upon the trees, is that the district 
must be one pregnant with epidemics and fever, and 
this impression is confirmed on his arrival at Saigon 
by the pale faces of the foreign inhabitants and the 
accounts he receives in all directions of the sickening 
effects which are produced by residence in the pretty, but 
flat and only partially developed, settlement. It is, indeed, 
impossible to deny that the climate is one of a very trying 
description. Some of exceptionally strong constitutions 
have been able to withstand its effects, with occasional 
changes, for a long series of years ; but for the most part 
few venture to stay in the place longer than two or three 
years at a time, and while they do so, resort to liberal doses. 
of quinine and other antidotes against the dreaded fever. 
The common remark of those who on their way home from 
China have spent a day or two at Saigon is an expression 
of regret that the settlement had not risen up on the rocks 
at Cape Sk James's, like the now flourishing Colony of 
Hong Kong, and so been placed at a point where it could 
command the commerce without incurring the full dangers 
of the climate of the rich country washed by the river. 
Other considerations, however, than those merely of com- 
merce influenced the laying out of Saigon under the 
Imperial instincts of the late Emperor NAPOLEON ; and 
vast sums have now been sunk in calling into ex- 
istence a large settlement in an unhealthy district, and 
which it must take much time and capital to fully 
develop. The French Government are, however, making 
creditable efforts to ameliorate this state of affairs. They 
do not blink the fact that Saigon is an unhealthy colony, 
but are doing their best to improve it locally, and also apply- 
ing themselves to better the condition of the troops and 
of their public servants. New barracks have been built ; 
others are in course of construction, and every care is 
taken to prevent the soldiery from becoming demoralised. 
But, notwithstanding all these precautions, the mortality is 
undoubtedly high, and this can only be attributed to one 
cause, namely, the debilitating effects of the climate, which 
are felt after a few months’ residence. In order to avoid 
this as much as possible, the French Government have de- 
cided that no troops shall remain longer in the Colony than 
two years ata time. It may be, no doubt, hoped that 
further development of the Saigon Settlement, improved 
drainage and sanitary precautions in other directions, may 
reduce the effects of climate from what they are at present ; 
but such improvements must be a work of time, and in 
the interim the only thing to be done both by mercantile 
men and the Government is to recognise the fact that in 
Saigon serious climatic difficulties have to be contended 
against, and to take the best measures possible to reduce 
their effects to a minimum. 


THE COMING SILK SEASON. 

SIMULTANEOUSLY, or nearly simultaneously, with the 
receipt of the present paper by our readers in China and 
Japan, telegraphic advices will bave reached them giving 
reliable information concerning the probable outturn of the 
European crops. It is upon this point that the prospects 
of the market here, and, in consequence, also, the open- 
ing of the markets in Japan and China, must mainly de- 
pend ; and, in endeavouring to arrive at an estimate of 
the probabilities at the present moment, it is necessary 
to write with much caution, a8 the information as yet 
obtainable is not sufficiently specific to form a definite 
basis of calculation. At the same time, it may be stated 
generally that the prospects are considered to be in fa- 
vour of short crops both from the South of France and 
the North of Italy, chiefly on account of the seed from 
Japan haying become damaged on its passage through 
America. Assuming that this view is correct, there 
is every danger of the markets in China and Japan 
opening at higher rates than the prospects of business 
generally will warrant ; as, while it is undeniable that 
a shortness of the European crop will tell this year 
with special effect, as its influence will be augmented 
by the fact that such large supplies from China and 
Japan as there were last year cannot be looked for, the 
general prospects of trade and the special circumstances 
attaching to the Silk market do not foreshadow any activity 
or buoyancy in business here. On the one hand, we have, 
no doubt, to bear in mind that the exports both from China 
and Japan during the season just closed were extraordi- 
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narily large ; every pound of available supply from old 
stock having been scraped together on aceount of the high 
prices, and that this fact will make the comparative defi- 
ciency of all kinds this year all the larger, and the influence 
upon prices so much the greater. But, as against this, we 
must not overlook that, if business continue as bad as at 
present, the manufacturers will not be able to face high 
prices, while the unfortunate results which attended the 
speculation in September last year (almost all who entered 
into it having lost in the end what they had previously 
made), will tend to bring about a lagging market, in which 
rapid sales, and especially sales for arrival cannot be ex- 
pected. Looking at the prospects of trade generally, there 
is nothing that can be considered very encouraging as against 
the above causes immediately affecting the Silk market. 
No doubt the figures given by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the Budget illustrate the great recuperative 
powers of the trade of the country, the revenue, notwith- 
standing the dulness generally complained of having been 
larger than was anticipated; but there is still a general want 
of confidence, and the political horizon is doubtful and 
clouded. 

The stocks on the London market of China, Japan, and 
€anton show a total excess of about 8,000 bales, as com- 
pared with last year; say, Chinas, 20,000 bales, against 
17,000 bales ; Japan, 8,000 bales, against 5,000 bales ; and 
Cantons, 7,500 bales, against 5,500 bales; and this fact 
must be borne in mind against the probable comparative 
deficiency in export from China and Japan above alluded 
to. The Continental markets are, however, compara- 
tively bare, owing to the Lyons dealers having sent their 
silks to the London market, a fact which, it is to be 
hoped, may be taken as indicating the likelihood of a 
return from the state ot affairs of late years to that of 
former times, when the Lyons dealers always bought in 
the London market. The alteration in this system resulted 
in part from the silk coming direct to Marseilles by the 
Messageries steamers and in part from the facilities to 
trade accorded by the late Emperor NAPOLEON ; but it 
would seem that in the long run the centre of the trade 
will be regulated by facilities for finance, which are neces- 
sarily much greater in London than in Lyons. The com- 
petition from French importers will not, it may be safely 
concluded, be large this scason, as the result of their enter- 
prise last year will scarcely again make them anxious pur- 
‘chasers or eager competitors with the English merchants ; 
and it is to be hoped that buyers in China and Japan will 
not allow themselves to be led into over-excitement and 
speculativeness on account of the one probably favourable 
fact of a shortness of crop, and be disposed to overlook the 
undoubted drawbacks in other directions — the general 
slackness of trade, the doubtful aspect of political affairs, 
and, above all, the severe lessons taught to the trade gene 
rally, and to speculators in particular, by the results of last 
year’s operations. The opening of the Silk markets at un- 
duly high prices cannot fail to injure the business of the 
whole season, and it is to be hoped, therefore, in the inte- 
rests of sound trade, that this error will be avoided, as well 
as that of over-shipment ata given time. Last year, in the 
month of November, no less than 14,500 bales were brought 
to London alone, while an almost equal quantity went to 
the Continent. This, as any reasonable man could foresee, 
had the effect of breaking the market, and was the com- 
mencement of the state of affairs which in the end resulted 
so disastrously. With these plain facts before them, ship- 
pers in the East will do well to act with moderation, even 
if the final accounts from the Continent should, as is anti- 
cipated, show a prospect of a shortness of crop. Should 
this, however, not prove to be the case, the necessity for 
caution will, of course, be the more obvious. 


CONSULAR REPORTS ON TRADE IN CHINA. 

The Blue-book containing the reports upon the trade of 
Shanghai, Chinkiang and Kiungchow, for the year 1875-8, has 
been just issued. Although referring to a period now some- 
what distant, these reports contain much information of a per- 
manently valuable character. This is especially the case with 
that by Sir Walter Medhurst on Shanghai; and it cannot but 
De a matter of regret that so long atime has been allowed to 
to elapse before giving it to the public. Passing over the details 
of the imports and exports for 1875, which have now of course 
lost their interest, the first matter for notice in Sir W. Med- 
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| hurst’s report is his remarks upcn opium, He states that 
despite the increase throughout all the provinces of China of the 
habit of opium-smoking, and which has for these previovs three 
or four years hindered any reduction of the import of the Indian 
drag, the large quantities that are now produced in Manchuria 
and Western China have very sensibly affected the trade. The 
greater number of the provinces now grow nearly sufficient opium 
to supply themselves, and cousiderable grantee of the native 
drug are brought|to Shanghai, and sold at Tis. 260 to 270 a 
picul, that is about 85 per cent. cheaper than Indian opium. 
Consul Medhurst, upon these grounds, held it to be very doubt- 
ful whether the import of opium into China would ever again 
become a prosperous branch of commerce. At the same time 
the total imperts into Hong Kong had not sensibly diminished, 
and this, in face of a diminution in the imports into the 
Northern ports, is attributed by him to an increase in the habit 
of opium-smoking in the Southern provinces. 

Some very important observations are made in the report 
under notice as to the effects which have been produced by the 
opening of new ports. It is pointed out that however muc! the 
facilities for the distribution of manufactured goods may have 
been increased in ning up ports contiguous to the tea dis- 
tricts, buyers of produce have reaped no direct advantage. On 
the contrary, while in Shanghai the teamen were foreed to meet 
the market and sell, the opening of the river ports gave them 
the advantage of a double market. They offered their teas to 
the foreign buyers established in Hankow and Kiukiang, with 
the power in reserve of withdrawing them and sending them on 
to Shanghai, should the price offered be insufficient. Meanwhile, 
the up-river buyers, loath to be themselves passed by, gave the 
extreme value, and in some instances representatives of local 
firms even competed with their principals in Shanghai for one 
and the same tea. It is too much to advance that the river 
ports have proved a failure ; it might rather be asserted that 
such is the stationary condition of trade in China that the 
opening of a new port merely taps the circulation of an old port, 
developing uothing uew. What is apparently wanted is not so 
much new marts to trade at,as the opening of new depots for 
our carrying trade, by which our steamers may carry the goods 
where they are wanted, without being obstructed by lekin bar- 
riers, and killed by taxation, which for long distances is almost 
prohibitory, and so gradually advancing the great desideratum. 
of all connected with the foreign commerce of the country, “free 
transit.” 

Referring to the relative qualities of the Indian aud China teas, 
and the fact of a large increase in the home consumption of non- 
China teas, Sir W. Medhurst finds it dificult to believe that 
the soil of China is worn out and incapable of producing a tea 
fit to compete with the produce of Assam ; and considers the 
cause of the poor quality of late years lies rather in hasty pre- 
paration, with a view of bringing’ the teas early to market, and 
in the unsystematic way in which the different’ processes neces- 
sary to convert the ra into the tea of commerce are carried 
out. Small proprietors, petty farmers to whom the cultivation 
of the tea plant is mostly a secondary object, grow 50 Ibs. or 
500 lbs. weight of leaf, and carry it off on their backs to that 
market in their neighbourhood which looks the most promising. 
Failing a satisfactory offer in one place, they even transport it 
toa second place, the untired leaf spoiling fast meanwhile, by 
the unnecessary exposure to the air, and the prolonged interval 
between the picking and the firing. The packers themselves 
are simply speculators, mostly strangers in the district, who hire 
a house temporarily, and collect the leaf in little lots from the 
growers. Thus the leaf from the different districts is mixed ; 
pure one-flavoured tea is scarce, and the packing lacks uni- 
formity in all but defectiveness ; if lead is dear it is eked out. 
with stout paper ; if wood is searce it is planed so much thinner 
until chesta containing 1 ewt. of tea are little better than band- 
boxes; hence the outside package splits, and the inside lead 
becomes rent and torn. These remarks apply equally to green 
tea, which is being supplanted by the Japau, as is congou tea by 
the Indian leaf. In Japan the tea is also packed by foreignera, 
althongh they do not own any plantations. It is evident 
from these facta that the lucrativeness of the tea trade to 
the growers in China is likely to end in its being supplanted by 
teas from other countries where more care is paid to pact 
ing and firing; and it would be advantageous both to the 
Chinese and to the European trader if some steps could be 
taken to make the growers and dealers in China aware of this 
fact betimes. Sir W. Medhurst justly observes that we have to 
look to India for the perfection of tea culture ; there planting, 
picking, and firing, is all in one hand, and the needful capital 
outlay to produce a good result is not spared, In China these 
desiderata are abseut altogether, aud the proceeds are in the 
primitive and unscientific style dear to the natives of that country. 
Nothing, he holds, but the introduction of European capital and. 
enterprise into the tea districts will save the foreign tea trade of 
China from decay. But had foreigners free access tothe country, 
matters would be changed entirely ; not only would the existing 
leaf be systematically packed, and not left at times to grow old 
on the shrubs, at times to spoil after picking, while the owner is 
Jing for the last cent, but many a barren hillside would be 
red of its jungle, and employment given to thousands of half- 
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starved pensants. Sir W. Medhurst expresses an important 
opinion, coming as it does from so thoroughly experienced a source, 
to the effect that were permission given to foreigners to buy or 
rent land in the interior, a few well-ordered plantations would 
in time reform the Chinese methods by their example. 

Referring to the matter of inland taxation, he states that, al- 
though it does not appear very heavy at first sight, it amounts 
on green tea at least to nearly double the export, duty, or about 
three times the amount of transit tax as stipulated by the treaty 
‘He adds that the fact of the main tax being an excise tax renders 
nugatory the transit-passes which foreigners have at times taken 
out. The excise-tax the foreigner cannot reach while the taxes 

able in transit amount to less than the cost of the » Which 
is, as fixed by Treaty, 1:25 taels per picul, being one-half of the 
export duty, As the packing expenses in China are fully as 
high as in Japan and India ; the lead, for instance, owing to the 
enforced closing of the native mines, isall imported from abroad, 
and pays an import and a transit duty ; and as the cost of culti- 
vation is equally small inall countries, ‘the Chinaman, weighted 
with transit and export taxes, amounting in all to over 50 per 
cent. of the value of the raw leaf, must in time lose the race in 
competition with countries where the trade is either entirely 
free, as in India, or, as in Japan, burdened with only a nominal 
tax. These facts are so clearly set forth that it is impossible to 
believe that the Chinese will not take them into serious account. 
No doubt it may be difficult to impress them with their signiti- 
cance, as having until late years enjoyed a monopoly of the tea 
trade of the world, they naturally feel that their position is so 
strong that they need have little apprehension as to losing it. 
But it is time they awakened from this pleasing dream if they 
desire to hold their own. So far as general interests are concerned, 
it is a subject of congratulation that we are no longer dependent 
upon one market for one of the great staple necessaries of modern 
life. ‘The effects of this salutary competition have been already 
anticipated in many directions, but have never before been so 
clearly set forth as in the present report.

If, as we took occasion to notice last week, the spread of a 
taste for periodical literature is interfering with the publication 
of works of sterling merit, it must be admitted that the higher- 
class periodicals now give publicity to a large amount of writing, 
which would formerly have taken a more lasting shape. The 
magazines generally this month come well up to the average, 
and the Fortnightly is specially noticeable for weighty articles. 
It has one from Sir Henry Maine on the “Relics of the Feudal 
‘System in France and England before the French Revolution ;” 
another from Mr. Goldwin Smith upon “Canada and the United 
States,” advocating the annexation of our colony by the latter ; 
and an essay by Anthony Trollope on “Cicero's Political Cha- 
racter.” The Contemporary has a translation of M. Rénan’s Ad- 
dress at the Spinosa Commemoration ; and an extremely inte- 
resting article on “Spontaneous Generation,” favouring the 
views of Dr. Bastian. The Cornhill has an able review of 
“Kingsley’s Life,” from the pen of Mr. Leslie Stephens ; and 
some excellent translations of Sicilian Folk Songs. Macmillan 
has an article on “ Army Reform ;” a further communication on 
“Natural Religion,” aud a very beautiful little poem from the 
pen of Mr. Philip Marston, entitled “Beyond Reach.” In 
Blackwood a writer, evidently well conversant with his subject, 
discusses the present condition of the French Army, and draws 
the conclusion that France is not ready uow, and, indeed, does 
not seem likely ever to be ready, for an aggressive war. Fraser 
has a paper by Mr. G. Sinncox on the “ Decay in the Present 
Day of Intellectual Societies;” aud some excellent translations 
of the Popular Songs in Tuscany. In the Nineteenth Century 
appears a trenchant exposition, from the pen of Sir James Ste- 

ens, of Mr. Gladstone’s misconceptions of Sir George Lewis's 
essay on the “Influence of Authority in Matters of Opinion.” 
Belgravia contains an article entitled “ Celestials under Stars and 
Stripes,” by Mr. Joseph Hatton; and the Gentleman's Maguzine 
has a “Slave Hunt in Borneo,” by Fred. Boyle. The Quarterly 
for April contains a well written article upon the “ Norman Con- 
quest of England,” and two weighty papers upon “Genesis” and 
“Science and Spinoza.” In the National Quarterly Review, pub- 
lished in New York, we notice a valuable contribution on the 
“Science of Political Economy,” which we understand to be from 
the pen of Mr. George A. Potter, who was formerly resident in 
China, The above American journal, which is of standard merit, 
will form a good addition to the libraries in the East, where 
there ure so many American residents. 

Mr. John Bourne has written to The Times calling attention,

Magazine, set on foot within the last year in Shanghai. This 
periodical, he says, has been established in connection with the 
Shanghai Reading-Rooms and Polytechnic, an establishment 
chich owes its initiation chiefly to the exertions and influence of 
Sir Walter Medhu ately our Consul at Shanghai, and which 
is now energetic supported by several of the most influential

West, and it has already attained a large circulation throughout 
the country, 





The death is recorded of Charlotte Frances, wife of Dr. Samuel 
Birch, which took place at the British Museum, on Monday last, 
after a long illness of upwards of twenty years. She was the 
daughter of Samuel Frederick Gray, author of the “ Supple- 
ment to the Pharmacopoeia,” and other medical and botanical 
works, and the sister of the late naturalists G. R. Gray, F.R.S., 
and Dr.J. Gray. She made various etchings for different zoologi- 
cal and chemical works. 





It appears from a communication made to the German Parlia- 
ment that 40,000 copies of the official history of the Franco- 
German War have been sold, and that the clear profits realised 
thus far, after paying the cost of printing and all other 
expenses, alrendy amount to £15,000. This sum it is pro- 
posed to devote to the promotion of military science. 
Almost equally great has nm the success of a work of 
a very different description. Of the German edition of 
Karl von Scherzer’s “ Novara Expedition” no less than_29,000 
copies have been sold, and translations in Italian and English 
were published besides. The official account of this expedition 
fills twenty-one volumes, illustrated with 229 plates and maj 
Their production cost £25,179, and the sales of the scientific 
portions of the work only yielded £3,824. About 400 copies 
were presented to learned societies and savants. 


During 1876, says the Atheaaum, 443 journals were published 
in Spain ;95 were political, 65 religious, 78 literary, 105 scien- 
tific, artistic, and industrial, and 100 were miscellaneous. The 
Correspondancia de Espana has the largest circulation, havin 
circulated during the last year nearly twenty-one millions o 
copies, besides about two millions of extra sheets (supplements.) 
Upwards of eleven millions of copies were sent to the provinces, 
whilst 9,700,000 were absorbed by Madrid. About 94,000 ad- 
vertisements were inserted in the Correspondancia during 1876.

R. Harkness and Dr. H. Alleyne Nicholson, acd “On a new 
‘Area of Upper Cambrian Rocks in South Shropshire, with the 
Description of a new Fauna,” by Mr. C. Callaway. 

‘At the Royal Society of Literature, on March 28, Sir P. de 
Colquhoun, QC., in the chair, Mr. Washington Moon read a 
paper “On the English Language.” 

‘At the Zoological Society, on ‘March 20, Dr. E. Hamilton, V.P., 
in the chair, Mr. Sclater called attention to the fact that a two- 
horned rhinoceros had been killed in February, 1876, at a place 
some twenty miles south of Comillah, in Tipperah. This is the 
third recorded occurrence of a two-horned rhinoceros north of the 
Bay of Bengal. 

At the Society of Arts, on April 4, E. Lawrence, Esq., in the 
chair, the paper read was “On the Pioneer Railway,” by Mr. F. 
J. Rowan. 

At the Photographic Society, on April 3, J. Glaisher, Esq., 
President, in the chair, a discussion took place on a paper by 
Mr. J. Spiller, “On the Silver Bath, its Defects and Restora- 
tion.” 

At the Anthropological Institute, on March 27, Colonel A. 
Lane Fox, V.P.. in the chair, an account of some Kitchen-mid- 
dens near Ventnor, by Mr. Hodder M. Westropp, was read. A. 
corn-crusher of Scandinavian appearance was found in one of 
them ; and, in another, higher up in the cliff, there was dis- 
covered a sinall cinerary urn of unusual shape, encircled with a 
pattern of coralline seaweed. Messrs. W. Power and E. Laws 
communicated a paper “On a Kitchen-midden near Tenby.” 











Deter Arctic Exreprtiox.—Associations and Committees are being 
formed in most of the large towns of the Netherlands with the object 
of “fitting out a suitable vessel for Neva Zembla and other stations of 
interest in the Arctic regions.” The avowed aim of the Expedition is 
not the discovery of the Pole, but the erection of some unpretentious 
granite tnonuments to the memory of the glorious discoveries of the 
earlier Dutch navigators, About the end of the 17th century, “in the 
name and on behalf of the honourable Council of the renowned City of 
Amsterdam,” Willem Barends set ont on his third voyage, which 
ended in the explorer’s wintering on Nova Zembla, whence he never 
returned, It is, above all, the memory of this Barends which the 
Duteh are about to honour, ‘the costs of the expedition are to be de- 
frayed by voluntary subscriptions, and thetvessel will, in all probability, 
be commanded by'a Dutch lientenant who has ‘taken part in three 
Arctic expeditions under the British flag, 
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Monetary and Commercial. 





The dulness in the Produce Markets continues. In Tea a 
fair business has been done ; but prices for common kinds have 
lost the slight advance which was made last week. ‘The quan- 
tity offered on Thursday was less than the usual amount at the 
weekly sales. It may be noted that the price of 63d. for good 
common Congou touched at these sales is the lowest figure yet 
recorded ; and forms a striking illustration of the results of 
the over-production of leaf for the last few years, upon which 
there has been so much difference of opinion. The Board of 
Trade Returns indicate that consumption is not increasing, not- 
withstanding the low prices. The Silk market is unaltered, and 
fully as depressed as reported by last mail. We hear of a sale 
of “Red Peacock” at 198. 

The total quantity of tea delivered from the bonded ware- 
houses in London last week (five days, Easter Monday being 
excluded) was 3,298,633 Ib., of which 2,071,105 1b, was for home 
consumption, 556,516 Ib. was exported, 553,019 Ib. was removed 
coastwise, 113,9181b. was sent coastwise for exportation, and 
4,075 Ib. was for ship’s stores. During the same period the duty 
received was £51,778. The following were the quantities of the 
other principal dutiable articles withdrawn for home consump- 
tion daring the week. Coffee, 572,940 lbs. ; cocoa, 87,175 lbs. ; 
tobacco, 413,946 Ibs. ; cigars, 16,172 Ibs. ; wine, 147,848 gallons ; 
brandy, 36,509 gallons ; and rum, 39,269 gallons, 

Lord Derby has received a deputation from Coventry, Leicester, 
and other places, which drew attention to the depressed condi- 
tion of the ribbon and silk trade, attributing it to the unfa- 
vourable operation of the French Treaty. His lordship pointed 
out to his hearers that when they were competing in the open 
market with Frenchmen they could not expect any special favour 
or protection from their own Government, and it was for them 
to see what they could do to put themselves on equal terms with 
their rivals. As to the high duties imposed upon English arti- 
cles in the French market, that was a matter deserving consider- 
ation, and was within the reach of legislative remedies. 

The returns of the traffic by the Suez Canal show that the 

juantities of cotton exported from Bombay by the Canal during 
the last four years were as follows :—1872-1873, 583,147 bales ; 
1873-1874, 653,791 bales ; 1874-1875, 874,569 bales ; and 1875- 
1876, 701,232 hales, The total exports of cotton during the four 
periods respectively, by the Canal and Cape of Good Hope, were 
948,811 bales, 1,270,647, 1,322,904, and 1,014,396. Consequently, 
the proportion of the total sent by the Canal was 614 per cent. 
in 1872-1873, 514 per cent. in 1873-1874, 66 per cent. 
in 1874-1875, and 69 per cent. in 1875-1876, If the two ex- 
treme periods are compared—1872-1873 and 1875-1876—it is 
found that the exportsto England increased from 456,074 bales 
to 470,100; to Austria from 76,248 to 91,358 ; to Italy from 
22,932 bales to 37,631 ; and to France from 3,228 bales to 48,272 ; 
and from Russia, from none in the first of those years, and 
19,588 bales in 1873-1874, to 43,969 in 1875-76. The augmen- 
tation in the four years was 3 per cent. for England, 19 per cent. 
for Austria, 64 per cent. for Italy, 124 per ceut. (in two years) 
for Russia, and 1,400 per cent. for France. ‘There was a dimi- 
nution in the exports to Holland from 11,236 bales to 8,652, or 
22 per cent. ; Germany also received 13,429 bales in the first of 
those years and none in 1875-76 ; Spain, 6,230 bales, for the 
first time in 1874-1075, and none the following year ; and Bel- 
gium, 1,150 bales, for the first time, in 1875-1876. 


According to the report of the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company (Limited) the gross earnings for the second half of 
1876 were £110,523, and the working expenses £59,267, including

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of March have been 
issued, and they show a slight improvement in our export trade, 
while the increase in the imports, instead of being progressive, 

8 of late, has fallen off, although the value of them has increased, 
‘The total value of British and Irish produce exported during the 
month was £16,920,930, against £17,739,10L in March 1876, 
showing a decrease of 4} percent. The decrease compared with 
1575, When the amount was £18,606,223, is 9 per cent. The 
total value of the imports for last month was £35,229,598, 
against £27,451,253 m March, 1876, showing an increase of 28 
per cent., while the increase upon the total of £30,920,747 for 
1375 is 13} percent. ‘The total value of the principal articles 
of Foreign aud Colonial merchandise imported during the three 
months ended 31st March had been £99,071,417, against 
£91,905,097 in 1876, and £89,221,246 in 1875. The total ex- 
ports in the three months were £10,721,087, against £5,548,675 
in 1876, and £7,730,950 in 1875. 

In the case of raw cotton we Lave increased our imports 85} 
per cent. in quantity and 73? per cext. in value ; while we have 
exported 14 per cent. more of cotton piece goods at only $ per 
cent. less value. The export of cotton yarn is 12 per cent. less 
in quantity, and about 14 per ceut. in value, which is a 
decided improvement. In flax, again, our imports for the 
month have increased as much us 122} per cent. in quantity, 
but only 913 per cent. in value; ‘while our exports of 
the manufactured articles, linen yarn and linen picce goods, 
wave diminished about 26 per cent. and 2} per cent. in quan- 

y, and 22 per cent. and 4} per cent. in value respectively, 
showing in each case a better margir of profit. As regards 
wool, the imports show an increase of about 122 per cent, 
in both quantity and value, but we have exported woollen 
yarn at lower ‘prices, the decrease being 15} per cent. in 
quantity and 914 per cent. in value; while the exports of 
woollen cloths have increased 47 per cent. in quantity and 1} 
Ter cent. in value. Worsted stufis exported have decreased 26 
per cent. in quantity and 27 per cent. in value. A greatly in- 
eveased price has been paid for raw silk, the imports having in- 
creased 79 per cent. in quantity and as much as 139 per cent. in 
value. The export of coal, coke, &c., has increased 27 in quan- 
tity, but the value has diminished 74 per cent. As regards iron 
and steel, the quantity exported shows an increase of 18 per 
cent., but the increase in value is only 4}; while the quantity of 
ron and steel manufactures imported has increased 19 per cent., 
and the value increased as much as 28 per cent. Among articles 
of diet and general consumption imported we have had to pay 
more dearly for sugar, the increase in the value being 504 per 
cent., against an increase of 15} per cent. in quantity ; less for 
tea, the value having increased 27} per cent., aud the quantity 
as much as 394 per cent.; and for cocoa, rice, coffee, and tobacco 
higher prices have been paid; while wine, wood, and timber 
have been imported at reduced values.
